Rockingham Park memories 

It was announced 
last week that a New 
Hampshire landmark, 
Rockingham Park in 
Salem, will be put up 
for sale. For Salem folks 
who knew the horse rac- 
ing venue in its heyday (the 1960s), it’s a 
sad time. 

I grew up in Salem. My brothers and I 
worked at the track. My brother Joe still 
works with horses all over the East Coast as 
a horse dentist. My brother Lou was an exer- 
cise boy, giving thoroughbreds workouts on 
days that the horses weren’t racing. I worked 
for the food caterer, Harry M Stevens. It was 
a job that gave me the opportunity to witness 
New Hampshire history. 

Most New Hampshire residents don’t 
know that our state lottery, the first in the 
nation, started as a horse race, the Rocking- 
ham Sweepstakes. With a purse larger than 
the Kentucky Derby, Rockingham attracted 
some of the greatest race horses in the world, 
including Dr. Eager (whose only career losses 
were to other legendary horses, Buckpasser 
and Damascus). When someone purchased a 
New Hampshire sweepstakes ticket, that tick- 
et had the name of a horse on it. If that horse 
were to win the Sweepstakes race, you were 
a winner. 

A week before the Sweepstakes race in 
1965, I witnessed the Sweepstakes Prep in 
which Knightly Prince, rounding the turn for 
the home stretch, fell down, got up, resumed 
running and won in a photo finish. 

On Aug. 25, 1965, 1 was at the Ole Rock 
Drive-In Theater across from the track’s 
bam area. I looked out our car’s back win- 
dow and saw the bams in flames. As we ran 
toward the fire, we saw horses miming wildly 
across Route 28, one with its mane smolder- 
ing. Eighteen horses died that night. 

TVnother devastating fire hit Rocking- 
ham in 1980, leaving the park’s future in 
question. I remember that Delaware North, 
owners of the Boston Bmins and the Boston 
Garden, was negotiating to buy the track to 
bring the Celtics and Bmins to Rockingham. 

Since casino gambling bills have been fail- 
ing year after year in the New Hampshire 
legislature, it’s clear that the track’s owners 
are giving up their hopes of transforming the 
park to another form of gambling. 

So what will happen to Rockingham Park? 
Will it become condos? Another shopping 
center? It’s unlikely to return to being the his- 
toric site it once was, and that’s a loss for New 
Hampshire.

Drug crisis funds 

After weeks of wrangling, state 
senators have agreed to spend $4.5 
million on treatment and prevention 
serviees to battle New Hampshire’s 
opioid epidemie. NHPR report- 
ed the final vote was unanimous 
despite moments of eontention 
between party leaders over how 
mueh to spend. The money, whieh 
goes to the Governor’s Commission 
on Drugs and Aleohol, ineludes 
funding for peer reeovery serviees 
and supportive housing. Given the 
state’s $60 million surplus, Dem- 
oerats wanted to spend more 
money on fighting the drug erisis, 
but Republieans argued it would be 
irresponsible to spend it all at onee. 

Water issues 

In the wake of the deteetion of 
PFOAs — industrial ehemieals 
with unknown health effeets — in 
Merrimaek’s drinking supply, offi- 
eials with the state Department 
of Environmental Serviees have 
begun testing nearly 200 private 
wells, and health offieials are offer- 
ing blood tests to a small group of 
residents. The Union Leader report- 
ed most of the wells being tested are 
in Litehfield, near the Saint-Gobain 
Performanee Plasties plant that is 
suspeeted to have been the origin 
of the eontaminant. Offieials are 
testing 188 wells in Litehfield and 
14 wells in Merrimaek. So far, two 
families whose wells have high lev- 
els of PFOAs are reeeiving bottled 
water from the state. Some neigh- 
borhoods in Bedford have deteeted 
the ehemieals in their water as well, 
and the eity of Dover deeided to 
elose a major well after finding 
low levels of PFOAs and two oth- 
er eompounds in the same family, 
expecting the EPA to release strict- 
er standards soon. NHPR reported 
some Merrimack residents will 
get blood tests, according to health 
officials who spoke at a recent 
information session attended by 
nearly 500 people. 

Dan Innis out 

In a surprise move, Dan Inn- 
is, the first Republican candidate 
to challenge incumbent Congress- 
man Frank Guinta, has decided to 
suspend his campaign. In a press 
release, Innis said he didn’t have the 
time to mn a campaign with all his 
prior obligations to his family and 
career. Innis, a businessman and 


Republican insider, started a cou- 
ple of hotels and is a professor and 
former dean at the UNH business 
school. Innis lost to Guinta in 2014 
by just about 5,000 votes. State Rep. 
Pam Tucker, a right-wing conserva- 
tive, is the only other challenger on 
the ballot so far but Rich Ashooh, 
the director of the UNH School of 
Law’s Rudman Center, is widely 
expected to join the race. Ashooh 
ran against Guinta in 2010. 

Narcan in schools 

The Executive Council has 
approved a plan to put the anti- 
overdose dmg Narcan in public 
high schools. NHPR reported that 
the plan would allow two dos- 
es of nasal spray be distributed to 
any school that asks for it. It will 
be made available at no cost to the 
schools as drug company Adapt 
Pharma is working with the Clinton 
Foundation. If every high school in 
the state gets two doses, it would 
cost about $13,000. So far, Nashua 
high schools stock the drug already 
and it’s been approved in Berlin. 
Manchester is expected to vote on 
it soon. 

Prescribing rules 

New rules proposed for pre- 
scribing opioid painkillers like 
oxycodone will be aired in a pub- 
lic hearing on April 6. The Union 
Leader reported the New Hamp- 
shire Board of Medicine, which 
regulates physicians in the state, 
scheduled the hearing to get public 
input on making the new set of rules 
permanent. The emergency mles 
were implemented in November 
but only until they expire on May 4. 
The Board of Nursing will discuss 
similar rule changes at a hearing on 
May 19. While not as comprehen- 
sive as the rules first proposed by 
Gov. Maggie Hassan, they seek to 
curb overprescribing opioids, which 
experts say is driving the heroin and 
fentanyl addiction problem. 

Concealed carry 

A bill passed by the Senate would 
widen the availability of concealed 
firearms by tweaking the language 
governing the issuance of concealed 
carry permits. The Union Leader 
reported the bill would remove local 
discretion from law enforcement 
by eliminating the phrase “suitable 
person” from the criteria required. 
Democrats wanted to keep discre- 


tion with law enforcement while 
Republicans argued law enforce- 
ment’s job is not to assess people’s 
mental health. The bill passed on a 
partisan 14-10 vote. 

Sunapee plans 

It was a small victory for envi- 
ronmental groups looking to delay 
a major development at the Mount 
Sunapee Ski Resort when the Exec- 
utive Council voted unanimously 
to table the expansion proposal 
and lease extension so they could 
have more time to review plans. 
The Union Leader reported that the 
most recent proposal approved by 
the Department of Resources and 
Economic Development came with 
a number of changes to the devel- 
opment, and environmental groups 
argued it warranted further investi- 
gation before a vote. Still, a number 
of councilors signaled their likely 
support. 

Nashua last call 

Aldermen in Nashua voted 
recently to keep last call at the time 
it’s currently at: 1 a.m. The Union 
Leader reported Alderman Ben 
Clemons had proposed the city 
extend last call to 2 a.m. in order 
to help local businesses compete 
with Massachusetts, where last 
call is at the later hour. Opponents 
argued it would strain the police 
force and pointed to other New 
Hampshire communities like Man- 
chester where last call has remained 
unchanged. 

UNH union deal 

The faculty union at the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire has 
reached a five-year deal with the 


school. NHPR reported the two 
sides had been at an impasse since 
last fall. The lead negotiator for the 
American Association of Universi- 
ty Professors - Tenure Track, Dale 
Barkey, said the agreement would 
ensure a competitive pay rate com- 
pared to other Northeast flagship 
public colleges. Faculty would see 
a 3 -percent pay raise each year and 
contribute more to a health plan that 
will be restructured to save money.

According to AdRoll, New 
Hampshire and Maine are tied for 
second to last in the country when it 
comes to clicking through to online 
ads. In an online ranking. Quartz 
reported Utah has the lowest aver- 
age click-through rate. The article 
found that northern states and tech- 
sawy cities were the least likely to 
click on online ads. A

SI Drones based in Merrimack was founded four 
years ago by former Apple executive Rick Spitz 
and his son John but until recently was barred by 
||H the F ederal Aviation Administration from using 
its drones for commercial use. The Union Leader 

■ reported the company was awarded a commer- 
cial license by the FAA, making it one of 10 or 
fewer with that distinction in the state so far. The 
FAA had prohibited commercial use of drones 
until last year, after Congress ordered the FAA 
come up with mles to allow it. Once a license is 
acquired, companies like SI Drones can charge 
for services obtained through the use of drones. 
SI Drones plans on doing mostly aerial photog- 
raphy and videography for real estate agents, de- 
velopers, media companies and more.

Artificial sunsets 

Why expanded Medicaid in N.H. fights for its existence every two years

Uninsured hospital services on the decline 

NH Health Protection Program showing early signs of success after enrolling 
thousands of low-income state residents. 


New Hampshire’s expanded Medieaid 
program, whieh the state has dubbed the 
New Hampshire Health Proteetion Plan, 
got a new lease on life when House law- 
makers voted to renew it for two more 
years. But eome Dec. 31, 2018, the pro- 
gram is again at risk of sunsetting unless 
the legislature goes through this process all 
over again. 

Short-term solution 

“It’s a short-term solution for a long-term 
problem,” said Rep. Joseph Lachance, the 
Republican sponsor of the reauthorization 
bill. 

Lachance, of Manchester, has taken a 
more moderate position on expanded Med- 
icaid than some of his more conservative 
colleagues who would rather see the pro- 
gram discontinued. 

“We’re compassionate people. I wanted 
nothing to do with throwing 48,000 people 
off the rolls and having the taxpayer pick 
up the uncompensated tab,” Lachance said. 

Since the program was first implemented 
in 2014, health officials say 48,575 Granite 
Staters who had no health insurance before 
are now on the program as of March 18, so 
lawmakers on both sides of the aisle don’t 
hesitate to call it a success. 

The greatest figure that proponents point 
to as evidence of the program’s success is 
$142 million reduction in uncompensated 
care in 2015, according to the New Hamp- 
shire Hospital Association. 

Some lawmakers, like Republican Sen. 
Andy Sanborn of Bedford, think the num- 
ber is closer to $22 million. 

Sanborn is part of a vocal contingent of 
Republicans who don’t want to see expand- 
ed Medicaid continue. And that divide in 
the party is one reason why any effort to 
reauthorize the program had to be written 
with an end date. 

“I would not have authored a bill with- 
out an expiration date,” said Lachance. “On 
a two-year-young program, I think it’s only 
responsible to put that sunset on there and 
to take a look at where we stand two years 
from now.” 

Lachance says he’s not against indefi- 
nite reauthorization himself He drafted the 
bill as a compromise, knowing the sunset 
would make it easier to pass. 

Still, he says, it’s probably smart to play 
it safe since the evidence he believes sup- 
ports the narrative that this program is 
successful is only about two years’ worth 
of data. And Lachance raises the spectre of

Cinema evolution 

State’s filmgoing experiences continue to expand

How do you do the movies? In a eom- 
fy reelining ehair? At a table eating a full 
meal? While wearing 3-D glasses? 

You ean buy a tieket to experienee 
anything short of smellovision here in 
southern New Hampshire, where movie 
theaters are offering uneommon einemat- 
ie experienees to lure in new eustomers 
and keep their regular eustomers happy. 
And the options are only expanding. 

Redefining cinemas 

Long one of the most unique movie 
ehains in the area, Chunky’s Cinema Pub 
reeently announeed it will be moving into 
the old Lowe’s Home Improvement spaee 
on Huse Road in Manehester. It already 
has loeations in Nashua and Pelham and 
another in Haverhill, Massaehusetts. 

Chunky’s CEO A1 Coburn says offering 
food and beverage table serviee during a 
movie has helped position the business to 
better eompete against other more tradi- 
tional einemas. 

“Everybody wants to differentiate 
themselves a little,” Coburn said. “We’ve 
been doing this for a long time, so this 
isn’t new to us. We’ve always offered 
dinner and a movie together with table 
serviee so most of the things we’re doing 
haven’t really ehanged. ... For most of 
these others, they’re experimenting with 
other ideas trying to bring eustomers in.” 

Lately, loeal einemas have tried to 
eompete by redefining their business 
model, something Coburn says is a pat- 
tern that ean be seen aeross the eountry. 

One example in reeent years is the 
vibrating, roeking-and-swaying system 
ealled D-Box seating at the O’Neil’s ein- 
ema in Epping and the former O’Neil’s 
loeation in Londonderry, now under new 
ownership. 

Regal Cinemas in Hooksett has trans- 
formed itself — twiee — in the years 
following the arrival of the massive Cin- 
emagie movieplex in Hooksett. It boasts 
IMAX, 3-D and digital projeetors. Regal 
elung to business by ehanging the mov- 
ies it offers to seeond-run films that most 
other einemas had stopped showing and 
lowered its tieket priees from the market 
rate to about $3. This appealed to the bud- 
get-eonseious and those who might have 
been too busy to eateh that Seth Rogen 
eomedy when it first eame out. 

Last year. Regal in Hooksett reinvent- 
ed itself again. Tieket priees went baek 
up (a little over the market rate) and 


first-run movies were baek in the lineup, 
but this time the old ereaky seats were 
replaeed with high-end luxury reeliners 
and assigned seating. 

Bedford bidding 

The luxury movie-going experienee 
might be eatehing on. 

As developers seek to build up the 
multi-use spaee where the Maey’s in 
Bedford was reeently torn down, einema 
eompanies are vying to provide what’s 
proposed to be a high-end theater on the 
seeond floor of a niee restaurant. 

Mike Nelson, the viee president of 
Eneore Realty, whieh owns the land, says 
that sinee the initial news eame out about 
their plans to have a einema move into 
the development, it’s beeome something 
of a bidding war. 

Initially, Nelson told the Hippo baek 
in September that they were in talks 
with iPie and Mexieo-based Cinemex. 
Sinee then, they’ve reeeived aetive inter- 
est from Regal, Cinemagie and O’Neil 
Cinemas. And sinee Cinemagie ’s parent 
eompany Zyaeorp is based in Bedford 
and O’Neil’s is also a New Hampshire- 
based eompany. Nelson says they are 
taking those offers very seriously. As a 
matter of poliey, Eneore (whieh is based 
in Texas) often prefers to work with loeal 
eompanies for their developments aeross 
the eountry, aeeording to Nelson. 

other changes 

O’Neil’s eurrently runs a single einema 
in Epping after selling its Londonderry 
einema to Carmike Cinemas in 2014. The 
entire Carmike ehain, in turn, brokered a 
deal to be bought out by AMC for about 
$1.1 billion. AMC is the seeond-largest 
einema ehain after Regal. Carmike is the 
fourth-largest. 

For Coburn, einemas have always 
adapted to the times. 

“It used to be, maybe 40 years ago, 
50 years ago, there used to be a einema 
downtown that would run maybe one or 
two theaters. ... And that migrated into 
multiplexes that would have five or six 
different movies and then they went to 
huge multiplexes that played 15 to 20 and 
had stadium seating. Then we went from 
that to doing digital projeetion and high- 
grade sound to also offering drinks and 
food and everything else,” Coburn said. 

But he says they aren’t doing this 
beeause business is bad. On the eontrary, 
Coburn says, einemas have been seeing 
growth in their sales over the past few 
years.

Out of work 

Local politico talks life after working a presidential campaign 

Matt Mowers is a political campaign staffer who recently worked on the Chris 
Christie campaign as New Hampshire state director and is now transitioning to a 
new job at a consulting firm. 


Q Can you describe what you 
® were up to between last summer 
0 and the New Hampshire primary? 
I was New Hampshire state 
direetor for Gov. Christie’s presidential eam- 
paign, and given the faet that Gov. Christie 
made New Hampshire an integral part of 
his national strategy, it involved him spend- 
ing a signifieant amount of time in the state. 
So [I was] organizing town hall meetings, 
overseeing our politieal operation and our 
eommunieation strategy all for New Hamp- 
shire and doing so with a great team. 

What was a typical day like? 

When Gov. Christie was in the state, there 
was a lot of travel involved, both between 
events and meetings, some eampaign events, 
other politieal events, meetings. When he 
was out of state, it was often preparing for the 
next meeting, the next trip that he had, inelud- 
ing seeuring town hall venues, eonversations 
with loeal politieal leaders and building out 
and holding volunteer meetings as well and 
also trying to keep them engaged and ener- 
gized about the eampaign and fall into the 
eampaign strategy. 

What do political campaign staffers like 
yourself do when they find themselves out 
of the job? 

You usually take your first vaeation to 
somewhere warm that you’ve taken in a 
number of years, and then you start having 
eonversations with people you know about 
future employment. ... I went to Guadalupe 
for a week. . . . It’s pretty typieal that after an 
extensive and intensive eampaign that you 
take a little bit of time and think about what 
the next steps are. Someone onee taught me 
... “Never make an important life deeision 
without a suntan.” I’ve taken that to heart and 
made sure it was part of the reeuperation and 
restoration strategy after an eleetion. 

Had your candidate performed better in 
New Hampshire and kept campaigning, 
what would you be likely doing now? 

I’d likely be in one of the states that is vot- 
ing. ... Most of our team was ready to be

deployed to South

their campaign? 

In my case, I worked for Gov. Christie in 
New Jersey. [I’ve had] a long-standing rela- 
tionship, and you’re obviously disappointed. 
There’s someone you believe in, not only 
their values but also their leadership abili- 
ty and ability to do the job and especially in 
a crowded primary certainly you can find 
someone who you can truly believe in and 
get behind and support ... and you put your 
heart and soul in it. So it’s disappointing to 
say the least, but on the same token you’ve 
got to just to trust the voters and trust that you 
did everything in your control to try to suc- 
ceed. And as long as you can confidently say 
that at the end of an election, you hold your 
head up high and you’re just focused on the 
next adventure. 

Do you hang out with other campaign 
staffers whose candidates have bowed out 
and commiserate together? 

I do, yeah. I get along very well [with] 
folks who were on Jeb Bush’s staff... Lindsey 
Graham’s staff, Scott Walker’s staff ... even 
those who have stuck around New Hamp- 
shire whose candidate has moved on and is 
still campaigning. It’s a very small pool of 
political operatives . . . especially in a smaller 
state like New Hampshire, but if you remem- 
ber at the end of the day that you were friends 
before the primary, you’re professionals dur- 
ing the primary, then you’ll remain fiiends 
after it’s all over. Because the person you’re 
competing against one year might be on your 
team the following year. 

Former candidates backing other candi- 
dates still in the running is nothing new, but 
few are as controversial as Christie endors- 
ing Donald Trump, Has that shaken your 
loyalties at all? 

I voted for my candidate, [and] my candi- 
date lost inside the race. So, my vote’s been 
cast. I haven’t taken stock of the current field. 
I figure by the time I need to vote again, the 
decision will already be made at that point. 
I’m just in the process of keeping and making 
friends right now. — Ryan Lessard M

QUALITY OF LIFE INDEX 

Ski industry siump 

The unseasonably warm winter New Hampshire experieneed this year 
has left every loeal ski area reporting bad news. The Union Leader report- 
ed the Meintyre Ski Area in Manehester saw tieket sales for skiing and 
snowtubing drop by 40 pereent and Mount Sunapee measured one-third 
of its normal snow depth (32 inehes) this past winter. Meintyre elosed 
1 1 days early this year and its general manager said finaneial losses were 
elose to signifieant. The marketing manager for Sunapee ’s Newbury ski 
area also said losses were expeeted to be signifieant. Jessyea Keeler, the 
exeeutive direetor of Ski NH, says she’d be surprised if this past winter 
made the top 10 list for tieket sales. 

QOL Score: -1 

Comment: Ten of the past 15 years have been the highest attendance 
years on record. Last year s snowfall was so significant, the ski season 
lasted well into April. 

Lead in water? 

The Derry Sehool Distriet is working with state and federal envi- 
ronmental offieials to reduee the amount of lead deteeted in the water 
produeed from faueets at East Derry Memorial Elementary Sehool. The 
Union Leader reported that faueets were replaeed at the sehool over 
vaeation and an orthophosphate water treatment system, whieh is used 
to reduee lead levels in drinking water, was installed. But reeent testing 
after the work found that lead levels are still above the level reeom- 
mended by the U.S. Environmental Proteetion Ageney. Sehool offieials 
say they are still working on the problem, ealling this the “optimization 
phase” of the work. 

QOL Score: -1 

Comment: On the bright side, recent tests of large New Hampshire 
towns ’ and cities ’ drinking water found that lead levels were far below 
“alert level, ” which is when communities must alert the public and take 
corrective action. 

Early fishing season 

This year’s mild winter means earlier open- water fishing, with an April 
1 start on lakes managed for landloeked salmon, lake trout and rainbow 
trout, aeeording to the Union Leader. The spring-like weather also means 
fish eulturists at New Hampshire’s state hateheries are stoeking earlier than 
usual, with elose to one million eatehable-size trout to be distributed in var- 
ious water bodies aeross the state, aeeording to the Assoeiated Press. Some 
of the state’s southern ponds have already reeeived their fish, but most of 
the stoeking happens in April.

1986 Celtics vs, 2016 Warriors: Maybe 
it’s me, but I thought Bob Ryan sounded 
a little like Oscar Robertson in Sunday’s 
This Is What Would Happen eolumn in the 
Boston Globe foreeasting a winner between 
the vaunted 67-15 Celties of 1985-86 vs. 
the rampaging toward the best regular sea- 
son reeord ever small-ball Golden State 
Warriors. The upshot was with Larry Bird, 
Kevin McHale, Robert Parish and Bill 
Walton on arguably the greatest frontline 
ever, the Cs would overwhelm them with 
size in a winner- take-all game. 

I ean’t say I’m in love with the today’s 
three-ball mania and still find it surreal that 
teams with a 3-on-l advantage on a fast 
break generally fling it to the eorner for a 
three instead of taking the lay-up. But hav- 
ing said that, there’s a reason the three-ball 
has beeome sueh a faetor throughout bas- 
ketball. It’s the basie math where making 
threes at a lower pereentage translates to 
2-ball teams having to make a mueh higher 
shooting pereentage to yield the same num- 
ber of points on the same number of shots. 

So the math doesn’t stand up for Ryan’s 
foreeast. The Warriors are on paee to shoot an 
astonishing 2, 1 00 more threes than the 393 the 
Celties shot in 1985-86. While the Cs shot an 
impressive 50.8 pereent from the field over- 
all, the Warriors are shooting 41.6 pereent on 
threes, thus those Celties would have to shoot 
64 pereent from the field on those 2,100 shots 
to mateh the points yielded on Golden State’s 
threes. That would be quite a feat beeause 
that’s 10 points over the all-time reeord 54.5 
pereent set by the fast-break-dominated 1984- 
85 Showtime Lakers. 

Thus the Celties’ size advantage is most- 
ly irrelevant beeause they’d be trading easy 
inside twos for a barrage of Golden State 
threes. In my opinion the three ways to beat 
Golden State are to pray they have a eold 
night, out-shoot them on threes, whieh isn’t 
very likely, or take the three away by fore- 
ing Steph Curry and eompany to put it on 


the floor to take it inside the line while pre- 
venting the kiek-out to weak side three-ball 
shooters at the same time. But, while Den- 
nis Johnson was a great defender, beeause 
of Curry’s quiekness advantage, ability to 
shake people off the dribble while getting 
his shot off faster (and with less daylight) 
than anyone I’ve ever seen to go along 
with his ineredible range and aeeuraey, I 
doubt DJ eould make Curry do that. And 
while that’s up for debate, I do remember 
Michael Jordan going for 49 and 63 on DJ 
in back-to-back games in the 86 playoffs 
with Chicago. And Curry has a lot more 
help than MJ had. Long story short: The 
Warriors win that match-up. 

Amazing 3-Ball Stat of the Week: 
ESPN. corn’s J.A. Adande recently pointed 
out that with 339 Curry already has more 
three-pointers this year than the 325 Magic 
Johnson had in his entire career! 

Celtics in Final Playoff Push: The Celt- 
ics are in a tight four-way battle for playoff 
position where they can finish as high as 
three or as low as six. With 1 0 games left they 
were the four seed with Miami and Charlotte 
just behind and Atlanta a half game ahead. 
At stake is home court when they face one of 
these three in Round 1 . Miami has the easi- 
est remaining slate and the still without Jae 
Crowder C’s the toughest. But they do fin- 
ish with Atlanta on the road and at home vs. 
Charlotte, then Miami, so where they finish 
is in their hands. 

Future Free Agent Watch: Another rea- 
son to keep an eye on Miami is seven-foot 
center Hassan Whiteside. He’s a free agent 
to be they likely can’t re-sign for cap-related 
rules who’s averaging 14 points, 12 rebounds 
and nearly four blocks off the bench. There’s 
a knucklehead factor to look into, but his 
eight blocks against them last month showed 
he’s the kind of shutdown inside defender to 
take the Cs’ already excellent team defense 
up another notch. He’s on my watch list.

1985-86 Boston Celtics: Overpowering team and 1986 NBA champs producing these 
memorable stats: They went 40-1 at home; Sam Vincent (92.9), Jerry Sichting (92.4) and 
Danny Ainge (90.4) all shot over 90 percent on free throws, while Larry Bird shot a paltry 
89.6; Vincent (70) somehow shot more FT’s than Schiting (66), who was their FG percent- 
age leader at 57 percent; Kevin McHale played 800 more minutes than Bill Walton and 
only had seven more rebounds; Walton played 1,000 minutes less than Robert Parish and 
still had 20 more assists. Bird led in every statistical category except blocks, while Sly Wil- 
liams lasted six games on the roster.

TOUR THE STATE'S WINERIES 


Try: Members of The New Hampshire Win- 
ery Association (nhwineryassociation.com) 
The experience: 21 of the state’s 31 win- 
eries are members of the association reaching 
from The Vineyard at Seven Birches in 
North Haverhill to Jewed Towne Vineyards 
in South Hampton. Lewis Eaton, owner of 
Sweet Baby Vineyard in Hampstead, said the 
Seacoast has the tightest winery concentra- 
tion, making it easy to visit four or five in one 
afternoon, but one can easily cover the state 
in a weekend. To make it a real adventure, 
hire a limo and driver to take you through 
your own self-guided winery tour, stopping 
for tours and tastings at each spot. Eaton said 
most wineries offer tours of the grounds and 
winemaking facility, but you may also be 
invited to a barrel tasting, offered a cheese 
plate or even given options for cooking class- 


generady costs about $800 to make. You can 
reach out to the 50 1 st New England Garrison 
to put out a casting cad and see who would 
be interested in participating in your film. It’s 
probably best to set your story in the outdoors 
given the cost required to build screen-ready 
sets. Also try to get volunteers to save money, 
but make sure you feed them on filming days.

Try: New England Party Rentals (758-

The experience: Be the coolest parent on 
the block or the hero of your social group by 
bringing a bounce house, water slide, mechan- 
ical bull, velcro wall and nacho machine to 
your backyard. Owner Shawn Rzaca said 
most backyard parties involve delivery, setup, 
pickup and a tutorial for those hosting, though 
they also have staff you can hire to supervise 
the games and rides for you. Since 85 to 95 
percent of the items offered are heavy-duty 
and durable, adults are welcome to use them. 
Lately, Rzaca has seen folks hosting a party 
for the kids during the day and then using the 


same items for the adults at night. 

Cost: Equipment is priced per day, so 
depending on the type of party you’re going 
for, many combinations are available to fill a 
$2,600 budget. The popcorn, sno-kone, cotton 
candy, hot dog and nacho machines are $45 
each and giant Jenga and giant Connect Four 
are $100 each. Over 50 bounce houses and 
combo bounces range from $185 to $495, or 
get a dunk tank ($445) and water slide (from 
$295 to $795). Higher-end items like the 
mechanical bull, 25-foot rock climbing wall 
(each $499 for one hour) and photo booth and 
trackless train ($499 each) include a staffer to 
mn them and are typically priced per hour.

Try: Hiring a professional organizer 

The experience: You can find profes- 
sional organizers in the area by visiting 
napogreatermanchestemh.com, or typing in 
your zip code at napo.net, which will bring 
you to a network of National Association of 
Professional Organizers members. 

New Hampshire organizer Lorraine 
Falcone said professional organizers gener- 
ally offer a wide range of services, including 
kitchen organizing, closet organizing, paper 


organizing, computer organizing — the list 
goes on. Falcone said she’s worked with 
some clients once a month for eight or nine 
years, helping mn businesses, move or pack 
up for vacations and coaching people to be 
more organized and thus more efficient in 
everyday life. 

Cost: For a long-term commitment, hir- 
ing someone for three hours a month for 12 
months will cost $ 1 ,800 to $3,200, though this 
will vary depending on an organizer’s experi- 
ence; certified organizers usually charge $50 
to $90 per hour in New Hampshire.

The experience: Caitlin Thayer, visitor 
services coordinator for Greater Portsmouth 
Chamber of Commerce, recommends Wen- 
tworth by the Sea for someone looking to 
splurge in Portsmouth. For a downtown stay, 
try Sheraton Portsmouth Harbourside Hotel 
or The Hotel Portsmouth, a 32-room bou- 
tique hotel. Explore the culinary aspects of 
the city with Granite State Growler Tours 
featuring local breweries and distilleries or 
walking tasting tours with Portsmouth Eats. 


For a nice dinner, check out restaurants with 
James Beard nominated chefs like Moxy and 
Black Trumpet Bistro. Venues like The Press 
Room, 3S Artspace and The Music Hall have 
plenty of live entertainment in the summer 
along with local theater at the Seacoast Rep 
and The Players’ Ring.

The experience: Throw a party for your 
friends, family or coworkers catered by 
Gabi’s barbecue trailer. Owner Anthony 
Martino said they’ll bring the trailer to some- 
one’s house or office parking lot for a group 
of at least 50 to 75 people. The host will cus- 
tomize the meal from set catering menus like

TAKE A COLLEGE CLASS 

Try: University of New Hampshire at 
Manchester (88 Commercial St., Manches- 
ter, 641-4101, manchester.unh.edu). The 
Summer 2016 term begins Monday, May 23. 
On-campus and online classes are available. 

The experience: As a non-degree student 
at UNH, you can take up to 11 credits’ worth 
of classes per term as long as the classes don’t 
have prerequisites. You can pay to receive 
credits for the class, which can be put toward 
starting or completing a degree and are trans- 
ferable to other colleges, or you can audit the 
class, meaning you just sit in and learn with- 


out receiving a grade or credit. Some of the 
classes open to non-degree students this sum- 
mer are Philosophy and the Arts, Nutrition in 
Health and Wellbeing, Propaganda and Per- 
suasion, First Year Writing and Elements of 
Weather.

The experience: Sarah Maillet, who eo- 
owns Codex, a new speakeasy bar in Nashua, 
is a tattoo model, with art on her arms, baek 
and legs.

(399 Center St., Wolfeboro Falls, 569-4554, 
nhbm.org) or make a backyard play boat. 

The experience: At the museum, the 
boat building classes are an opportunity for 
the older and younger generations to work 
together on a project and leave with an actu- 
al wooden boat. Classes are every weekend 
from Saturday, July 9, through Sunday, July 
17, from 8:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 

If you want to create a make-believe 
wooden structure for kids to play in, con- 
sider a play boat as a cheaper alternative to a 
treehouse. Making a small boat for the back- 
yard or driveway can provide endless hours 
of fun for kids even if it’s not seaworthy. 


Cost: For a Bevin’s Skiff or a pad- 
dleboard, it costs $1,195 to build.

Each day, 
the Chinese programmer would log in and do 
his work while Bob watched cat videos and 
browsed eBay. Needless to say, he was fired. 
But there are some Jobs that you might get 
away with outsourcing, mainly if you own 
your own business. If yours is not that kind

RECORD YOUR OWN ALBUM 

Try: NH Tunes (250 Commercial St.,

biz), an l,800+-square- foot recording studio. 

The experience: Take your shower- 
singing to the next level at the NH Tunes 
recording studio, where you can record your 
own album. You’ll have access to high-qual- 
ity equipment as well as two vocal/acoustic 
rooms, a baby grand piano, a dmm kit and 
other instmments to use while you’re there. 
An audio engineer will coach you through 
the recording process and mix and master the 


of job, you can still outsource extra work that 
would make yours better, like proofreading a 
report or doing chores that would otherwise 
cut into your work time. Domystuff is bet- 
ter for the local work like cleaning windows, 
while Fiverr is virtually all digital work. 

Cost: Based on the median household 
income of the United States, you could spend 
roughly the whole $2,600 tax return for about 
a month of full-time work. Most work out- 
sourced through Fiverr costs between $5 
(hence the name) and $15, though some Jobs 
can get as high as $995. Members of Fiverr 
can do more creative work like making 
songs, writing press releases, creating graph- 
ic designs or marketing strategies, editing 
videos and much more, according to spokes- 
man Sam Katzen. If all you do is buy $5 Jobs, 
you can get about 520 Jobs done for you.

New theater in the capital city 

Mall space transformed into Hatbox Theatre

Thirteen days after the lease was signed, 
Andrew Pinard was working all hours to 
ready the new Hatbox Theatre spaee for its 
April 1 opening. 

Loeated in the former Coldwater Creek 
storefront at the Steeplegate Mall, the plaee 
smelled like reeently eut wood. Power tools 
were seattered over the floor and on tabletops, 
and a gigantie wooden tiered strueture stood 
at its eenter. Stashed against one wall were 92 
erimson seats, upeyeled from the old theater 
at Kearsarge Regional High Sehool. While 
Pinard did the heavy-duty work inside — 
designing and building platforms, pieking out 
earpets — theater development team member 
Kevin Barrett began setting up programming 
for the eoming year. There was still a lot to 
do, but in a way, Pinard had been preparing 
to build this blaek box theater for a long time. 

Building theaters 

Pinard is maybe best-known in New Hamp- 
shire for his “Diseovering Magie” show, 
whieh he tours around the world. He has a 
strong foundation in theater, having taught the 
subjeet at Pembroke Aeademy and performed 
and direeted lots of regional shows. He also 
has a theater-building baekground. He helped 
build the eurrent Pittsfield Players stage and 
pulled out seats from old Burlesque houses 
for the North Country Center for the Arts’s 
original theater. Most reeently, he was aeting 
elerk of the works in the reeonstruetion of the 
Kearsarge Regional High Sehool auditorium, 
where his daughter now rehearses. 

‘T’ve always been interested in kind of 
reeyeling the equipment assoeiated with the- 
aters. I had three different sets of theater seats 
in my garage,” he said. “And as a performer. 
I’ve performed in probably over 1 ,000 venues 
at this point. I’ve had the opportunity to see a

lot of different places.” 

Community void 

Pinard, who’s funding the majority of the 
project himself, admits he’s seen a fair share 
of skepticism since the news went public 
weeks back. 

“People have been saying, ‘You’re doing 
what? You’re doing where?’ And I get that,” 
Pinard said. “I’m not a wealthy man. I’m a 
performer by trade.” 

But, in his opinion, the state capital has 
been in need of something like this since 
its Annicchiarico Theatre, which opened in 
1966, closed back in 2007. 

“It was a wonderful little venue,” Pinard 
said. “And it made for a more dynamic arts 
community. ... This has been absent from 
Concord for 10 years. And I think there’s a 
deep need for it.” 

People from the New Hampshire arts and 
theater scene have been inquiring about and 
stopping in to check out the space for weeks 
— he named off Stagecoach Productions, the 
Majestic Theatre, the Community Players of 
Concord, Not Your Mom’s Musical Theatre, 
theatre KAPOW. A collection of companies 
have already promised shows, like Lend Me 
A Theater and New World Theatre. 

He said Matt Newton from the New Hamp- 
shire Film Office wants to produce a podcast 
with a live audience, and so does Dan Pelletier. 

In fact, Pinard said the company is booked 
till June and is looking for summer performers. 

Hatbox 

The term Hatbox sounds like black box — 
one of Pinard’s favorite kinds of theaters. 

Constructing a black box theater has been

on Pinard’s mind about five years, he said, but 
didn’t start scouring the city with Barrett and 
former student Matt Potter until a year ago. 

“One day, we said, why don’t we just look at 
the mall. It has parking, it has sprinklers — it 
has everything I needed. I probably considered 
15 or 18 venues before this,” Pinard said. 

The space, formerly a boutique, has fitting 
rooms that will become actor dressing rooms. 

Out back are two restrooms, a water bub- 
bler and library of more than 2,000 scripts 
from Pinard’s collection. What was a check- 
out counter is now a ticket box office and 
refreshments stand. They still needed to 
install drywall, build two more platforms, put 
down carpet, hang curtains and install seats 
— 54 in the middle, 19 on either side — and 
a lighting grid. 

Right now, the theater is for-profit, but 
Pinard wants to build a nonprofit arm and 
eventually turn it nonprofit entirely. He’s hold- 
ing off because it’s faster to start up this way. 

“Sometimes nonprofits can take two to 
three years to get up and mnning, and I didn’t 
want to wait those two to three years,” he said. 

The business plan will be modeled after the 
Players’ Ring, a Portsmouth black box the- 
ater, which is small and flexible, not unlike 
the Annicchiarico. 

It hosts producers’ nights every year where 
people can come pitch performance ideas. 

“If selected, you split the gate,” he said. 
“You get the lion’s percentage and the house 
takes a certain percentage as well. We’re 
stealing liberally from them, with their 
permission.” 

He admits, Portsmouth is an entirely differ- 
ent beast than Concord. 

“But we’ve seen an explosion of groups 
who want to do things and yet don’t have a 
home to do them in,” Pinard said. “My hope 
is we’re going to be able to take some of the 
productions that are being done on the Sea- 
coast and maybe remount some of them here, 
as well, so Concord audiences can have the 
opportunity to experience some of the excite- 
ment in Portsmouth.” 

Pinard plans to perform “Discovering 
Magic” there once a month and hopes for 
monthly comedy nights, progressive rock 
concerts, chamber and jazz concerts, plus 
original plays. 

He said he’s doing this not to make mon- 
ey — he’ll continue working as a full-time 
performer regardless of how this new project 
goes — but because nobody else is. 

“I’m not religious, but I see the theater as a 
type of church. It’s a place for people to come 
together and explore concepts and topics, and 
give them a place to grow and change and 
support each other,” he said. A

MCMS honors Tom Lewry

Tom Lewry was flattered but a little 
embarrassed when announeed as the first 
reeipient of Manehester Community Musie 
SehooTs Leadership Award, whieh he’ll 
reeeive at its 11th annual Share the Musie 
Gala Thursday, March 3 1 . 

But after MCMS Executive Director 
Judy Teehan delivered the news via phone 
over a month ago, Lewry decided there was 
a bright side — he could use this opportuni- 
ty to better get the word out about MCMS’s 
growth and the good it does for the commu- 
nity and its 1,200 students. 

“It’s an organization that’s kind of sleep- 
ing in the North End. People often don’t 
know of it because it used to be on Hanover 
Street, right downtown,” said Lewry, whose 
office at Curbstone Financial Management 
Corporation is a few blocks from the school. 

Lewry became heavily involved with 
MCMS 10 years ago when, at age 60, he 
walked into its front doors to take piano

MCMS is also awarding the inaugural 
MCMS Impact Award to husband- wife 
team Elliott and Debbie Markow, who’ve 
been teaching violin at the school for 20 
years. The school’s only 32 years old. 
Deborah Markow is a Suzuki teacher 
who works with young children, while 
Elliott Markow instructs more advanced 
players who might be preparing to audi- 
tion for conservatory, Teehan said. 

But the pair, in addition to teaching, have 
acted as mentors to aspiring musicians 
and advocates for music education and 
financial assistance, sometimes plucking 
students from the community they see a 
“special spark in.” 

Teehan said that, through their work, 
they’ve impacted hundreds, maybe even 
thousands of families in the community. 


lessons. He comes from a musical family; 
his sister was a professional viola player 
who performed with the Harrisburg Sym- 
phony Orchestra in Pennsylvania until age 
75. His mom sang and his aunt sang, but 
Lewry hadn’t had the patience to sit and 
practice music as a kid. He took maybe six 
months of piano back then before switch- 
ing to sports. 

But he always loved music and had each 
of his four kids take mandatory piano les- 
sons until ninth grade. 

“I think if there were one sense I couldn’t 
do without, it would be my sense of hear- 
ing. It’s not only music. It’s sound. I find 
I’m very hypersensitive to sound. And 
relationships of sound, and the creation of 
music,” Lewry said. “I wanted my kids to 
appreciate the kind of work that goes into 
the scholarship of music.” 

Lewry had a feeling that, as president 
of a local finance company, he might get 
roped into something besides lessons at 
the community music school, so he set his 
intentions straight early on. 

“I told Suzanne [Barr], the CEO at the 
time, T don’t want anything to do with 
your board or committees, or any of that. In 
the years I have left, I want to learn some- 
thing about how music is put together,”’ 
he said. “At any rate, what happens when 
you go into the school — or what I found, 
if you wander the halls in the afternoon — 
you walk into these rooms where you see 
8 -year-olds playing Chopin on the piano 
from memory. Or you see senior citizens 
taking voice lessons. It’s a very inspiring 
place. . . . Within six months, I was asked to 
join the board and I agreed.” 

He could see the school was in need 
of leadership and more board members. 
MCMS had recently purchased the Notre 
Dame College building, a huge step, and the 
nonprofit was dealing with mortgages and 
capital expenses. Within six months 24 ►

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◄ 23 more, he agreed to ehair the board. 

Lewry helped reorganize the nonprofit’s 
fmaneial strueture by advising the sehool 
to eonsolidate lines of eredit and mort- 
gage aeeounts. Teehan said he also offered 
guidanee and leadership in terms of setting 
up good business praetiees and enforeing 
aeeountability and eommunieation with 
eonstituents. 

The board is made up of about 20 peo- 
ple with various baekgrounds — legal, 
aeeounting, marketing, finaneial, fundrais- 
ing, musieal — and Lewry was part of it 
for eight years. Its existenee is erueial for 
the sehooTs survival, Teehan said, with its 
meager budget and barebones staff 

“It’s important for us to have mentors 
in the eommunity,” Teehan said. “Without 
them we’d be nowhere.” 

Even though Lewry’s only offieial 
involvement with the sehool today is 
through weekly piano lessons with Craig 
Vahey, he still talks about it with a father- 
ly pride. 

“In terms of musieal development, we 
have the largest musie therapy program in 
the state,” he said. “And some of the sue- 
eess stories of the musie therapy program 
are great. We’re not only [here] for stu- 
dents who eome to the sehool, but [we’re] 
out in various healtheare faeilities and per- 
forming musie therapy serviees.” 

He said he’s espeeially proud of its 
seholarship program, partieularly as arts 
programs get eut in sehool budgets. 

“We’ve done over $1.2 million in seholar- 


ships over a period of about 10 years. Those 
are need-based, and have allowed many fam- 
ilies to have their kids pursue high-quality 
musie edueation while being underwritten 
by the seholarship program,” he said. (This 
year alone, the sehool has awarded more than 
$100,000 to more than 255 students.) 

The morning of his interview, Lewry 
had stopped into the musie sehool for his 
lessons and to say hi. He eommented on 
Teehan’s posture, the hunehed way she sat 
at her eomputer, and sent a eomputer mon- 
itor stand the next day. 

“He eomes in for his lessons weekly, 
but he stops in the offiee and always has a 
watehful eye out for the sehool, and what 
the word is in the eommunity. He’s just a 
guiding foree. Even though he’s no lon- 
ger on the board, he still earries our banner, 
and we thought it was time to honor Tom,” 
Teehan said.

Computer Clinic offers free help with computers and more

Whether you have a slow-run- 
ning eomputer, don’t understand 
soeial media or ean’t deeide whieh 
new mobile deviee to buy, you ean 
bring all your teehnology woes to 
the free Computer Clinie put on by 
the Miehael LoVerme Memorial 
Foundation on Saturday, April 2, at 
the Merrimaek Publie Library. From 
9 a.m. to 2 p.m., volunteers will be 
offering personalized assistanee, 
Q&A sessions and a photo seanning 
station. 

The Computer Clinie is a tribute 
to Miehael LoVerme, a young man 
from Merrimaek who had a passion 
for teehnology and was halfway to 
earning his master’s degree in eom- 
puter seienee when he died in a 
motoreyele aeeident in 2012. 

“Mike was the guy everyone went 
to when they had a eomputer prob- 
lem. ... He would help out anyone 
who asked,” said Jeff Christensen, 
MLMF viee president and ehairmen 
of the Computer Clinie eommittee. 
“So, to earry on his legaey, [we] 
deeided to host a free Computer 
Clinie for the publie and say, Tf you 
have problems or questions about 
teehnology, we’ll have a stoekpile of

nerds who ean help you out.’” 

Around 20 volunteers will be at 
the elinie, some who work in the 
teehnology field and others who are 
just teeh-savvy and want to lend a 
hand. 

Most of the elinie spaee will be 
dedieated to one-on-one eonsulta- 
tions where people ean sit down 
with volunteers and get assistanee 
with their eomputers or deviees. 

Some of the eomputer servie- 
es volunteers ean provide inelude 
installing or updating antivirus 
software, removing spyware, opti- 
mizing performanee by doing a 
system eleanup and removing 
exeess programs, and defragment- 
ing disk drives if neeessary. The 
volunteers ean’t update your eom- 
puter ’s operating system or repair 
any hardware issues, but they ean 
give adviee about what software to 
use, how to update your hardware 
and when you should eonsider pur- 
ehasing a new eomputer. To reeeive 
serviee on your eomputer, make sure 
you bring a eharger if it’s a laptop. 


and if it’s a desktop, only bring the 
tower (the elinie will have monitors 
and keyboards to hook it up to). 

“A lot of people eome beeause 
they ean’t afford to bring their eom- 
puter to a regular shop ... whieh 
may eharge $50 an hour to fix it, so 
we ean help them out,” Christensen 
said. “Sometimes people eome just 
to wateh and learn new skills like 
how to repair eomputers or remove 
viruses, and we’re always happy to 
have someone sit in and learn.” 

Assistanee with eomputer prob- 
lems isn’t the only serviee the 
volunteers offer. They ean also teaeh 
you how to navigate eertain eomput- 
er programs, set up an email aeeount 
and use a smartphone or tablet. 

Media professionals will be oper- 
ating a photo seanning station where 
people ean ereate digital eopies of 
their hard eopy photographs and 
learn how to toueh them up. 

“A lot of people eome in with 
family photos from 50 years ago 
that they want to put on the eomput- 
er but don’t know how,” Christensen 


said. “[The professionals] will show 
you how to sean your old photos and 
how to revitalize a photo by toueh- 
ing it up or fixing that wrinkle in it 
or any other kinds of media editing 
that teehnology enables nowadays.” 

Starting at 9:30 a.m., Q&A ses- 
sions will be held every half hour. 
Eaeh session beginning on the hour 
will be a general Q&A where people 
ean ask any teehnology questions 
they have. Sessions beginning at 
half past the hour will be based on 
speeialized topies, whieh inelude 
Mierosoft Offiee and Google Does 
at 9:30 a.m., soeial media at 10:30 
a.m., website and blog develop- 
ment at 1 1 :30 a.m., smartphones and 
mobile deviees at 12:30 p.m., and 
photo and video editing at 1 :30 p.m.

answers to their questions. 

Christensen said that, to his 
knowledge, the Computer Clinie is 
an “entirely unique” event. 

“There’s others who hold teeh- 
nology elasses . . . but I haven’t seen 
anyone doing anything like [the 
Computer Clinie],” he said. “That 
was aetually one of the hurdles we 
had to overeome. People didn’t 
know what it was. Now that we’ve 
introdueed the idea ... there’s peo- 
ple lined up at the door before we 
open.”

Growing tropical fruits 

Lemons, limes and more

Last fall in my weekly newspaper eolumn 
I eommented that, if Fd been a good boy all 
year, I hoped Santa would bring me lemon or 
lime tree, one that would bear fruit indoors. 
Santa did not do so, though I ean’t imagine 
why. But many kind readers emailed me say- 
ing, “Go to Logee’s Greenhouse (logees.eom) 
in Danielson, Conneetieut. They will have 
just what you want.” So after presenting at the 
Rhode Island Flower Show in February, I went 
to Logee’s. I got what I wanted, and more. 

I met Byron Martin, whose grandfather 
started Logee’s in 1 892. He showed me plants 
that had been alive longer than he had. By 
now the business has 14 greenhouses, inelud- 
ing the original greenhouse. 

Byron grew up in the greenhouses and is 
a vast reservoir of knowledge. He also has a 
good sense of humor. In one greenhouse he 
showed us the Miraele Berry plant and invit- 
ed us to taste the fruit. “Just ehew it a little,” 
he said. “Spit out the seed.” It was nothing 
remarkable, pleasant, but nothing speeial. 

Later, in a different greenhouse, Byron 
pieked a lemon, eut it open and offered me 
a pieee. “Try this,” he said. “It’s nothing like 
any lemon you’ve ever tasted.” Wow. It was 
sweet, sweeter than an orange. He grinned 
and explained that the Miraele Berry ehang- 
es the way your taste buds pereeive flavors. 
The regular lemon he offered tasted sweet 
and delieious. 

In addition to running a fabulous tropieal 
greenhouse, Byron is also the eo-author with 
Laurelynn Martin of Growing Tasty Tropical 
Plants in Any Home, Anywhere (Storey Pub- 
lishing, 2010). This book really does tell you 
everything you need to know about growing 
tropieal fruits. I wish Fd gotten it years ago. 

The book explains not only how to do things, 
but why I like that. So, for example, I knew 
that one shouldn’t transplant a small plant into 
a big pot, just go to the next size. It’s fine to 
move a plant from a 4-ineh pot to a 6-inch pot, 
not a 12-inch pot. But I never knew why 

The book explains that a small plant in a 
big pot may develop root rot. Its small root 
system will not suck out the water from the 
far reaches of the pot, so the potting soil will 
remain cool and wet, and that can easily pro- 
mote root rot. Makes sense. 

Growing Tasty Tropical Plants has tips 
for success, plant by plant, and best bets for 
beginners. It tells you how to grow coffee, tea 
and bananas. Cinnamon? Sure, you can do it. 
And what about those avocadoes from the pits 
we all have started? No, the book explains, 
those will never produce fruit, but there are 
kinds of avocado that will give you fruit.

As an organic gardener I appreciate that 
the Martins’ book explains easy, safe ways to 
control pests and diseases. Neem oil is pro- 
duced by a tropical tree and offers pest control 
for many insects without resorting to synthet- 
ic chemicals. And a sharp blast of cold water 
can greatly reduce the population of aphids 
or spider mites. (I’ve been known to shower 
with my house plants.) 

So what am I growing now? I started 
with a key lime. This will produce fruit on a 
2-foot-tall plant, blooming in late winter or 
early spring and producing fruit in the fall into 
winter. The book explains that it needs tem- 
peratures of 60 degrees or more, as much sun 
as possible, and well-drained potting mix. It 
will not do well in consistently wet soil mix. 

Then I got a Meyer lemon. With proper 
pruning it will produce fruit when just three 
feet tall, and it is on the “Best Bets for Begin- 
ners” list. Like the lime, this plant will go 
outside in full sun for the summer, and can 
tolerate temperatures down to 50 degrees. 
At Logee’s, most of their lemons grow in 
12-inch baskets high in the greenhouse as 
they love heat. Each of those plants produc- 
es about 30 lemons a year! 

And of course I had to get a Miracle Ber- 
ry (Synsepalum dulcificum). According to 
the book, if kept in full sun and fertilized 
monthly, it fruits heavily twice a year. And, 
according to some, chewing on a mature fruit 
will change the taste of lousy red wine into 
something a wine aficionado dreams of 

Byron gave me a bay plant so I can have 
leaves for use in the kitchen, and a neem tree 
just for fun. I knew the neem tree from my 
years in Africa, its native home. Interestingly, 
Bambara farmers in Mali called it the equiv- 
alent of the “manure tree,” having figured out 
that it improves the soil (by fixing nitrogen). 
According to Byron’s book, neem oil will 
smoother and eradicate white flies, mealybugs, 
thrips and more. I bought a small bottle of it. 

In a year or two I should be harvesting 
lemons and limes. I have a good sunny win- 
dow for the winter, and they will go out in the 
summer. And if you want to try some of these 
things, think about a road trip to Logee’s.

Visitors can receive information about 
health issues and organizations, discov- 
er what products and services are available 
locally, see demonstrations and take part in 
free health screenings. 

“There are various things the exhibitors 
do. It just depends on how each one wants to 
display whatever topic they’re presenting,” 
said Sue Dal Pra of NHTTs Health Services 
department, which is organizing the fair. “A 
lot of exhibitors will do demonstrations and 
incorporate that into their educational exhib- 
its, and some will just provide information.” 

Some of the health topics covered at the 
Wellness Fair include weight management, 
fitness and exercise, nutrition and nutritional 
diseases; mental health, stress relief and coun- 
selling services; oral 
hygiene and vision 
health; melanoma, 
sun damage and sun 
protection; wigs and 
mastectomy products; 
radiology, acupunc- 
ture and more. 

NHTI nurs- 
ing students will 
be providing health 
screenings like blood 
pressure checks, fat 
analysis, cholester- 
ol and glucose tests. 

They’ll also be demonstrating some cast- 
ing and splinting techniques used for treating 
injuries. 

There will be exhibitors offering free 
massages, interactive posture evaluations, 
smoothie samples and personal color analy- 
sis to help people dress their best. 

“[The exhibitor] will tell you what colors 
go with your skin and will give you tips on 
what colors to wear,” Dal Pra said. “It’s useful 
for something like an interview, and it helps 
with self-esteem because you’ll look and feel 
good.” 

The Wellness Fair will also have infor- 
mation about community resources for safe 
driving, domestic and sexual violence, home-

lessness, disabled and elderly persons, public 
health, substance abuse, transportation, vol- 
unteering and youth mentoring. 

Lastly, there will be opportunities for peo- 
ple to help others, such as registration to 
become a bone marrow donor, informa- 
tion about becoming 
an organ donor and 
a Red Cross blood 
drive held from 10 
a.m. to 3 p.m. in the 
Bloodmobile parked 
on the NHTI Quad 
just outside the fair 
(photo ID required). 

Dal Pra said the 
Wellness Fair gives 
people a chance 
to refocus on their 
health and wellbeing 
and get up-to-date 
information about what’s going on in the vari- 
able world of health. 

“Things change over the years. Look at 
immunizations. Immunizations are changing 
all the time,” she said. “[At the fair], the pub- 
lic gets to learn about different services that 
are out there that they don’t know about, and 
learn about all the new and upcoming things 
in health.” A

Dear Bob, 

I have to say that it was an education for 
myself as well. Wow, is there anything that 
isn’t reproduced these days? 

First let’s do a little history on clay mar- 
bles. They have been around since the late 
1800s. Most were handmade by factory 
workers who worked in companies making 
tiles and other clay products. After that time 
they became factory-produced and were 
made in mass quantity. When factory-made 
they were worth about a penny each. Now 
they are about 50 cents each unless they are 
an unusual size or color and great condition. 

So now let’s figure out why anyone 
would take the time to roll, bake and paint 
these fake marbles. I want to say by crack- 
ing a couple open that they were made with 
a polymer-type clay (which isn’t cheap).

IN/OUT CAR TALK 


The lone advantage of manual transmissions is fun

Dear Car Talk: 


My wife and I have been driving Jap- 
anese cars with manual transmissions 
for decades. They're fun to drive, more 
fuel- efficient, and they never break. Plus, 
the one e-in- a-lifetime clutch repair is a 
fraction of the cost of repairing an auto- 
matic transmission, if the horror stories 
Tve read are any indication. My wife 
has started to look for another vehicle to 
replace her aging Subaru Forester, and 
we both are stunned to find that: 

(1) Its hard to find cars with manual 
transmissions now. 

(2) They 're more expensive. 

(3) They aren't as fuel- efficient as 
modern automatic continuously variable 


transmissions. 

So, our big question is this: If we go 
with an automatic transmission this time, 
what regular maintenance will we have 
to do in order to avoid those very expen- 
sive transmission repairs? Thanks for 
your help. — Mike 

Nothing. You might need to do a flu- 
id ehange at 100,000 miles. And the best 
thing you can do is drive your car gently. 

Automatic transmissions have 
improved so much that transmission 
rebuilds now are far less common than 
clutch jobs. Sure, it happens. There are 
automatic-transmission failures. But it’s 
once in a blue moon that we see an auto- 
matic transmission go bad in a car with 
fewer than 100,000, or even 150,000, 
miles. 

Thirty years ago, problems were more 
widespread. Plus, back then you’d pay 
an extra $ 1 ,000 to buy a car with an auto- 
matic transmission. 

These days, automatic transmissions 
come standard in most cars. And you 
have to request or special-order a car 
with a stick shift. Hey, maybe it’s time 
to start calling automatics “standard” 
transmissions. 

I haven’t seen cases where they charge 


more for a stick, but they certainly won’t 
give you a $1,000 discount anymore 
either (most manufacturers, if they offer 
one, call a stick shift a “no-cost option”). 

Plus, as you say, gas mileage actual- 
ly is better on modern automatics than 
on manuals. That’s because they’re more 
efficient than ever, and modern six-, sev- 
en-, eight- and nine-speed automatics 
have a greater variety of gear ratios. Not 
to mention the infinite number of ratios 
in the CVTs that companies like Suba- 
ru offer. 

So the only legitimate reason for driv- 
ing a stick shift these days is that you 
find it fun — which is an acceptable rea- 
son. But there’s no longer a financial or 
environmental reason for doing so. 

So, your wife may want to get with the 
times and make her next car an automat- 
ic, Mike. Good luck.

“Beer from here” is the theme for this 
year’s NH Craft Beer Week, a nine-day cele- 
bration of the many ways locally made beer is 
integrated into the state, from breweries and 
distributors to restaurants and retailers. 

“It definitely encompasses ... everybody 
from the brewery who might start the beer all 
the way through the different channels,” said 
Tamsin Hewes, marketing coordinator of 603 
Brewery and volunteer marketing coordina- 
tor for the Granite State Brewers Association. 
“We’re trying to use this week to bring aware- 
ness of the cycle of beer . . . acknowledging 
everything that goes into making New Hamp- 
shire beer.” 

Partners in beer 

This year’s craft beer week is put on by 
Brew NH and the Granite State Brewers Asso- 
ciation, a partnership that formed to bring back 
the event following last year’s hiatus. 

“In the past it was really focused up north in 
the White Mountains and it was very focused 
on that particular brewfest,” said Renee Van- 
nata, social media maven for Brew NH. “This 
year we decided we wanted to cover all ... 
places around the state.” 

Another key change is the timing of the 
event. It was moved from the busy summer 
season to the quieter spring, a much better 
time for the brewers and businesses. 

“We chose mud season on purpose because 
many of the local economies could use a 
boost of tourism ... during mud season,” Van- 
nata said. 

“It’s kind of a time when brewers have a 
minute to relax and enjoy the customers that 
will come into their brewery because it’s not 
a time that’s so overrun with outdoor events 
and brewfests and outside-of-the-brewery 
activities,” Hewes said. 


A turn from brewfests 

One thing that’s not on the agenda in the 
beer week lineup is a brewfest that gets lots of 
people together to try lots of small samples. 
Though exceedingly popular in recent years, 
there’s a reason you won’t find one during 
NH Craft Beer Week. 

“They are not always the best representa- 
tion because there is so much beer all at once 
to be able to truly appreciate a single beer or 
brewery,” Hewes said. 

As a way to focus more on the local indus- 
try, this year will feature Hop Talks presented 
by Hop Head United at Tupelo Music Hall in 
Londonderry on Sunday, April 3. 

Hop Head United offers branding, promo- 
tion, education and unique infrastructure to the 
craft beer industry in northern New England 
and one of the biggest ways it accomplishes 
that is through the Hop Talks series. 

“There’s very limited resources for brew- 
ers to find success and get their name out 
there other than the normal craft beer fest,” 
said Hop Head United founder and president 
Seth Simonian. “It’s more of a social event, 
and from a brewer’s [perspective] they’re get- 
ting access to 3,000 people, but the reality is 
less than 1 percent ... of all individuals that 
[go to] a beer fest become a customer at some 
point.” 

So he set out to create the perfect environ- 
ment for a craft beer fan — a place to sit and 
taste the beer while hearing from the brewer 
with an audience of only 200 people. 

The way it works is six brewers — this Hop 
Talk features Kelsen Brewing, 603 Brewery, 
From the Barrel Brewing, Great North Ale- 
works, Able Ebenezer and Henniker Brewing 
— will each serve two 6-ounce samples and 
give a 15-minute TED-style presentation 
about what they do and why they do it. 

“I tried to put a range in the mix so you get 
a full spectrum story in the industry,” Simo- 
nian said. “Not only do you get the story and

perspective, but guys who are brewing on 
very different size systems to some of the pio- 
neers in New Hampshire and all are known 
for making very unique and different beers,” 
he said. 

Hop Head United was formed just under 
two years ago and held its first Hop Talk last 
August in Nashua. Now presenting the third 
Hop Talk, Simonian said he’s focused on put- 
ting the unique event in a fitting venue, such 
as Tupelo. 

“Sitting in a hotel conference room isn’t 
always the right fit, especially for the indus- 
try and experience and ambiance we’re trying 
to unveil,” he said. “We’re trying to create a 
more interesting and inviting atmosphere that 
pushes the envelope of building a connection 
between the brewer and consumer, but also 
brings the group together.” 

Dan Lagueux of New England’s Tap 
House Grille and Andy Day of Cask and Vine 
and The Drinkery will also share their stories 
of who they are, how they got into the indus- 
try and the trends they’ve noticed lately. 

“What we’re trying to do is pair the brew- 
ers with the beer, but really dive into the story 
behind that beer,” Simonian said. “That’s 
what drives craft beer.”

Feast on fiddleheads 

Looking out for spring’s early crop

With spring’s arrival come fiddleheads, 
one of the state’s early season greens, and 
you ean get the wild fern in a few ways: at 
a local restaurant, from the market or down 
by the river. 

Harvest 

Fiddlehead season starts anywhere from 
mid-April in southern New Hampshire to 
early May in the North Country, but giv- 
en the warm winter they may pop up early. 

“It’s probably about 10 days to two 
weeks from when they first pop out of the 
ground to when they get too old to eat,” 
said author, expert forager and wild foods 
enthusiast Russ Cohen. 

He said ostrich ferns (the type with the 
fiddleheads you want to eat) prefer allu- 
vial floodplain soil as a habitat, very silty 
soil along riverbanks and lowlands of large 
rivers like the Merrimaek, though they can 
surface elsewhere. 

“They do look like the top of a violin 
handle and it is actually the new growth of 
a fern,” said Liz Barbour, chef and owner 
of The Creative Feast. “It’s got this tight 
little curl and as the plant develops during 
the growing season it’s going to stand up 
and unfurl ... so you want to get it while 
it’s young.” 

Not just any fern’s fiddlehead will do; 
you have to make sure to piek the right one 
so you don’t end up with a bad taste in your 
mouth. Cohen said there are easy ways to 
distinguish the ostrich fern. To start, go to 
a loeation along the banks of a river, under 
tree cover where there’s plenty of shade. 

“These little elusters of fern grow up 
and the elusters are vase-shaped and each 
curled part, if you look at the stem you’ll 
see it has a U-shaped groove in the inner 
part of the stem that runs the entire length 


of the stem,” he said. 

Next, check out the crozier (the furled 
top) for brown, papery seales or braets 
that flake off to the touch. Finally, look 
for fertile fronds that may not be in every 
clump but will be in the patch. They’ll be 
tall, paeked with spores and will also have 
U-shaped grooves on the stem. 

Once you identify them, make sure 
you’re harvesting in a respectful way. 
Douglas Gralenski of White Mountain For- 
ager pays farmers and landowners with 
river bottom land for eommereial rights to 
pick on their property. 

If you find a pateh you want to piek, he 
said, you may get a week or week and a half 
out of it sinee it doesn’t all ripen at once. 

“When you get into a problem is if you 
go through and two days later somebody 
else comes through. If you harvest the same 
frond two or three times you ean kill that 
plant,” Gralenski said. “You have to leave 
enough on so it can photosynthesize.” 

Purchase 

If sourcing your own fiddleheads is more 
of an adventure than you want, buy them 
from local farms and stores that souree 
from foragers like Gralenski. 

Sinee he’s expanded from the North 
Country into southern areas and the sea- 
coast, Gralenski has gone from 40 ►

Spring into dining 

Restaurant Week returns to the Seacoast

Twice a year, Seaeoast area restaurants 
open their doors for Restaurant Week, 
offering loeals and visitors the ehanee to 
get out and enjoy speeially eurated menus. 
This season, the bi-annual event held eaeh 
April and November finally reaehed its 
goal of featuring 50 restaurants. 

“We have 51 restaurants involved. We’ve 
never hit that 50-restaurant mark,” Aman- 
da Beaulieu, Greater Portsmouth Chamber 
of Commeree event eoordinator, said in a 
phone interview. 

Beaulieu said this season’s reeord-break- 
ing partieipation is the result of newly 
opened eateries joining the mix, as well as 
some that are only open during the warmer 
season and some that have been around but 
never taken part. 

‘T think they [restaurants] have seen 
how mueh it has grown over the last eou- 
ple years and [it] has beeome an event,” she 
said. “Not only is there really good turn- 
out for restaurants, but people [are] eoming 
to town staying in hotels and shopping and 
making a weekend of it.” 

The largest demographie heading to the

eoast for Restaurant Week is from New 
Hampshire, though folks from Maine, Mas- 
saehusetts and Conneetieut make up a good 
portion of people trying out restaurants dur- 
ing the shoulder seasons as well. 

“We always have Restaurant Week when 
people typieally aren’t out and about, so 
November as well as April,” Beaulieu said. 
“We want to entiee people by getting out 
and boosting the eeonomy for our tour- 
ism and loeal retailers. ... Spring has 41 ► 


< 39 pieking 30 to 40 pounds per week to 
1 50 to 200 pounds per week during a three- 
week period. 

“I do a lot of restaurant trade with your 
high-end restaurants and I have 30 differ- 
ent ehefs,” he said. 

The Foundry, Wentworth by the Sea and 
the Coneord Food Coop are among his 
eustomers. 

“It’s the next step from farm to market. 
Wild foods are in ineredibly high demand,” 
he said. “There is a euriosity faetor, and 
ehefs that speeialize in serving those kinds 
of foods ean do amazing things with them.” 

Barbour gets her fiddleheads from Lull 
Farm in Hollis but noted that plenty of 
loeal farms and even stores like Market 
Basket and Whole Foods may have them. 

Cohen suggested buying a native plant 
from a loeal nursery to grow your own 
ostrieh fern in a home garden. 

“Besides being tasty, they are very attrae- 
tive plants,” he said. “Onee the fronds are 
fully unrolled, they look like ostrieh feath- 
ers — henee the name.” 

Dine 

The first thing to remember when eook- 
ing with fiddleheads is to blaneh them 
before eating or ineorporating into any ree- 
ipe. Barbour said simply drop them into 


boiling salted water and then eook for three 
to five minutes. 

“You’ll notiee that it almost looks like 
dirt . . . brown partieles will surfaee and it’s 
not dirt, it’s part of the plant, so you’re get- 
ting rid of that,” she said. 

To finish, rinse them with eold water 
and submerge them in iee water to stop the 
eooking proeess. 

“It’s important to eook them through 
before you eat them,” Cohen said. “[They] 
eontain an enzyme ealled thiaminase.” 

Thiaminase breaks down the body’s 
vitamin B1 so eating too many uneooked 
fiddleheads ean lead to a defieieney. 

“You ean eat a few in the raw, but if you 
do that in large amount that will upset your 
stomaeh,” Gralenski added. 

The blanehing also helps make them ten- 
der for whatever reeipe you ehoose, like 
sauteed with butter and garlie or tossed in 
a garden salad. You ean treat fiddleheads 
like you would asparagus (add them to sau- 
teed paneetta or proseiutto), broeeoli (add 
them to a pasta dish or stir fry), green beans 
(try them pan-fried with almonds) or as an 
addition to a soup, easserole or an omelet. 

“The niee thing about the fiddleheads 
is that they don’t fall apart when you’re 
eooking them so they ean go into a lot of 
different dishes,” Barbour said. “But make 
sure you do that blanehing first.” A

◄ 40 a different flair to it because [of] the 
warmer weather ... getting excited for 
summer. I think that helps to bring a big 
turnout. People want to be outside and 
walking around town.” 

One thing that makes Restaurant Week 
unique for diners is the chance to sample 
from special menus as each participating 
restaurant will serve either a prix fixe lunch 
menu for $16.95, a prix fixe dinner menu 
for $29.95 or both. 

“We really want the chefs to put their 
own spin on it,” Beaulieu said. “[Some] 
restaurants say they are trying a whole new 
recipe for Restaurant Week because it’s a 
time you can play around with ideas you’ve 
been thinking of and you get a really good 
audience. People are coming because they 
want to see something new and exciting.” 

While many of the participating restau- 
rants are in Portsmouth, there are plenty in 
the surrounding towns such as The 401 Tav- 


ern in Hampton, Applecrest Farm Bistro in 
Hampton Falls, Carriage House Restaurant 
in Rye, CR’s The Restaurant in Hampton, 
Epoch Restaurant & Bar in Exeter, Orchard 
Street Chop Shop in Dover and Salt Kitch- 
en & Bar in New Castle. 

Recently the Chamber has been focusing 
on incorporating more restaurants outside 
of Portsmouth to be part of Restaurant 
Week. 

“We have members through the Sea- 
coast, so in Hampton, Exeter, Dover, 
Durham...,” she said.

upstate New York, the Waldorf Astoria in Boca Raton, Fla., and New Hampshire’s Mountain 
View Grand and Indian Head Resort. He’s focused on getting people excited about food, 
often gathering the kitchen staffs together to talk about new ideas and develop techniques. 



Wkat is your must-have kitchen item? 

I’ve really enjoyed my handheld blender. 
Somebody told me a long time ago that if you 
know how to make soups, stoeks and sauees 
you ean make a lot of money in this indus- 
try and you ean always find work. I found 
that [the blender] helps in many different 
ways, just emulsifying things, putting sauees 
together, and when you don’t have it it ereates 
a lot more work. You ean even make whipped 
eream with it on the fly. 

What would you choose for your last 
meal? 

I make a really good homemade pizza 
where I have my own eheese blend, my own 
sauee — I even put pulled pork on it. So I 
would have a pulled pork red pepper aioli flat- 
bread that was hand-tossed and handmade. I 
would have eupeakes and iee eream — all 
those would be homemade — and probably 
some Freneh maearoons at the end beeause 
they’re yummy. And probably a eappueeino. 

What is your favorite restaurant besides 
your own? 

There is a diner [Joanne’s Kitehen] I used 
to go to with my dad in downtown Nash- 
ua, and it was always good food and it was 
great eompany. The food, there was nothing 
gourmet about it, but it was always eooked 
perfeetly. 

What celebrity would you like to see eat- 
ing at your restaurant? 

I would like to have Donald Trump eome 
eat my food. I think we eould give him a great 
experienee. It would be interesting to get his 


feedbaek. The other person I’d like to see . . . 
would be Aliee Waters. She reeeived a life- 
time aehievement award for her dedieation 
for farm-to-table food and style of euisine. 
It would be really interesting to gain her per- 
speetive. She’d be a fun person to see. Maybe 
better than Donald Trump. 

What is the biggest food trend in New 
Hampshire right now? 

I know a lot of people are going with small- 
er plates . . . rather than just eating a big meal, 
to have a lot of small portions so you get many 
different experienees throughout the meal. 
There are a lot of people that want to go out 
and get value for their money, but for a real- 
ly exelusive dining experienee people, from 
my perspeetive, like to get many experienees. 

What is your favorite meal to cook at 
home? 

We like to make homemade Chinese food, 
so my kids like a pork lo mein and I just got 
a brand new bag of sushi riee so that’s defi- 
nitely going to be something I make with the 
kiddos later. 

What is your favorite dish on your restau- 
rants menu? 

At The Homestead right now we’re run- 
ning a shrimp risotto that is absolutely to die 
for. This eame up for the spring, but it’s really 
starting to eateh a lot of attention, we’re serv- 
ing a lot of it so it may be something we add 
to the menu permanently moving forward. 
The other one is a seafood sophia [at Fratel- 
lo’s] whieh has been a long favorite of the 
Fratello brothers. — Allie Ginwala M

Potato top pie 

My recent sleep deprivation has led to a lot 
of late-night Google searches, many of which 
I don’t remember in the morning. This week, 
I woke up to a particularly interesting search, 
the results of which were bookmarked on my 
phone: things to make with canned tuna. 

I don’t know what made me search recipes 
using canned tuna at 3 a.m., but nonetheless 
the results were interesting. The usual results 
showed up, ranging from tuna noodle casse- 
role to tuna cakes, but there were some results 
for more intriguing recipes. Some looked 
questionable, like this tuna and mushroom 
potato top pie. 

Shockingly, it’s pretty delicious. 

My husband and I usually have a can or two 
of tuna in the pantry. It serves as a quick-fix 
lunch or a solo dinner. And while I don’t like 
seafood, I have oddly always loved tuna noo- 
dle casserole and tuna melts. I think this recipe 
works because it at times reminds me of tuna 
noodle casserole but happens to be topped 
with fluffy and buttery mashed potatoes. 

The addition of garlic, onion, mushrooms 
and seasonings amps up the flavor of the 
tuna, preventing the dish from seeming like 



a last-resort meal. This recipe was incredi- 
bly pantry-friendly; the only thing I didn’t 
have on hand were curry leaves, and when I 
couldn’t find them at the store I improvised 
and opted for curry powder instead. While 
curry leaves and curry powder are complete- 
ly different things, I found the curry powder 
gave the dish a less overwhelming flavor than 
you’d typically get fi*om curry leaves. 

This recipe really transformed a boring 
pantry ingredient into an interesting meal. I 
wouldn’t ever think to pair tuna with mashed 
potatoes, but the combination works, I think 
because the starchiness of the potatoes replac- 
es the starch you’d get from a noodle in a tuna 
noodle casserole. Similarly, the mushrooms 
add a fresh earthiness to the dish, erasing all 
traces of the can the main pantry ingredient 
was stored in. I found this recipe to be simple 
and surprisingly tasty, and it proved some- 
times 3 a.m. Google searches are inspiring in 
the kitchen. — Lauren Mifsud M 


Tuna and button mushroom 
potato top pie 

Recipe courtesy of Bits of Taste 
3 large potatoes, washed and peeled 
1 tablespoon butter 
!/2 cup milk 

!/2 cup fresh white button mushrooms, 
chopped or sliced 

1 onion, peeled and finely chopped 

2 cloves garlic, finely chopped 

2 springs curry leaves, stems removed 
2 cups tuna 

Salt and pepper to taste 
2 tablespoons lime juice 
2 tablespoons cheddar cheese 


Preheat oven to 400 degrees. Peel and wash 
potatoes, cutting into small chunks and add- 
ing to boiling water with a pinch of salt. Boil 
potatoes until soft, drain and mash with but- 
ter and milk. Set aside. In a frying pan, heat 
oil over medium-high heat. Brown onions for 
1 minute, add garlic and curry leaves, frying 
for another minute. Add mushrooms and saute 
until fragrant. Add tuna and toss well, season- 
ing with salt and pepper. Remove from heat 
and add lime juice. 

Spoon tuna mixture into four small oven- 
proof bowls. Top with potatoes and smooth top 
with back of spoon. Sprinkle cheddar cheese 
over potatoes and add black pepper to taste. 
Bake 15 minutes or until top is golden brown.

Takeout and wine 

What to pair with Chinese food and more

I try really hard to eat well and get enough 
exereise and enough sleep. Often, I only have 
a glass of wine here and there during the 
week, saving most of my wine eonsumption 
for the weekend. But there are times when I 
make exeeptions on the eating part (and wine 
drinking part) and have takeout food. Typieal- 
ly it happens on a weekend night when I am 
too lazy to eook. If you like to have takeout 
and wine together like me, you may be won- 
dering what will pair well together. Thanks to 
Vinepair, I have some answers for you. 

Chinese food is a very eommon takeout 
meal and one I am a big sueker for, espeeially 
erab rangoon and lo mein. An ideal aeeompa- 
niment is riesling, as Chinese food ean have 
some dominating flavors, but the sweetness 
from the wine will eut through it and ean help 
offset the saltiness. Riesling pairs well with 
Indian food for similar reasons. 

Red wine drinkers having Indian food ean 
try pairing it with syrah, as it will stand up to 
the spiees and ereaminess often found in this 
kind of euisine. 

If you are having burgers, either at home 
or at a restaurant, you ean pair them with 
eabemet (for red wine drinkers) or ehardon- 
nay (for white wine drinkers). Cabernet is a 
natural pairing for red meat, as well as ehar- 
donnay. Both have enough strueture to be a 
good mateh. I’m not a huge fan of ehardon- 
nay, but I will reaeh for an Italian version that 
is unoaked and aged in stainless steel instead. 
This type of wine will not have the buttery 
eharaeteristies of those from California but 
will bring out other flavors from the grape. 

Thai food is one of my favorites and, like 
Chinese food, it ean be spiey, salty and have 
several flavors involved. A perfeet pairing 
is gewurztraminer, whieh is light, fruity and 
sweet. This wine ean help offset the heat of 
the food. 


Barbeeue fans should reaeh for pinot noir 
or rose. The smoky flavors and tanginess of 
the sauee will go well with these wines. Rose 
will add a little fizziness to your meal as well. 
I like pinot noirs that are fruity and lighter- 
bodied, but for this meal you eould reaeh for 
something with a bit more body and depth. 
Pinot noir is an ideal pairing for sushi as well 
as it will not overwhelm the flavors. 

Chenin blane is another suggested pairing 
for sushi as it will eomplement the sushi’s 
delieate flavors. I may also try riesling with 
sushi, ehoosing one that isn’t too sweet. 

If you’re being healthy and having a salad, 
pair it with sauvignon blane. This is another 
one of my go-to wines, as it is erisp, aeidie 
and herbaeeous. But if you are a red wine fan, 
try it with Camay, also known as Beaujolais. 

What I’m currently tasting 

I opened the seeond bottle of wine from 
my Lot 1 8/Tasting Room shipment this week. 
It is 2012 Reverehon Filzener Herrenberg 
Mosel Riseling Kabinett from Germany, and 
yes, it has the longest name ever. 

Germany is known for its riesling so I had 
high hopes for this one. I really like this grape 
but sometimes the result is a wine that is too 
sweet. I did not find that here and was pleas- 
antly surprised. The tasting notes suggest 
“very mild sweetness” and I would agree. Its 
aeidity and minerality balanee it out nieely, 
eomplemented by notes of pineapple, lemon 
and some very light herbaeeous flavors. 

I diseovered that Kabinett identifies the 
wine as only slightly sweet, and the Filzener 
Herrenberg in the title is the name of the vine- 
yard where the grapes are grown.

Lot 18 suggests drinking it now on its 
own as an aperitif, with salads, Thai or Japa- 
nese euisine or even stashing a eouple bottles 
and letting it get better with time. Lueky me 
to reeeive this bottle in my shipment. I was 
not disappointed! A

Avant-garde pioneer Albert Ayler 
is the one of the two main influential 
thrusts of this free-jazz projeet from 
sax-player/elarinetist Lederer, an edu- 
cator and long-time member of Matt 
Wilson’s quartet. Ayler has been Leder- 
er ’s muse in other projects, but here 
there’s a synchronistic irony, as the sec- 
ond pillar of this LP is the sea shanty 
(Ayler died at sea, you see). The net 
effect of all this is a look at what the 
Saturday Night Live band would sound 
like if the whole unit were sponta- 
neously trying to improvise brawny, regal, blocky chunks of soundtrack for a 
movie about tall ships surging through the Atlantic. Naturally these faux-majes- 
tic anthems often dissolve into jiggly, wigged-out spasms, part of the deal you 
get with free jazz, but for the most part, sure, I could see these rough sketches 
serving as background for quixotic Monty Python-ish slices of life. A mood- 
enhancer any way you cut it.

My Gold Mask, Anxious Utopia (Moon Sounds Records) 

A can’t-miss if you have even the 
smallest trace amounts of goth in your 
chromosomes. This Chicago trio offers 
a fusion of Golden Filter, Gwen Stefani 
and Birthday Massacre, conjuring imag- 
es that aren’t so much misty-spooky as 
they are android-wetwork-graveyard. 
1980s-synthpop grooves abound, but 
singer Gretta Rochelle’s Kesha-like 
oh-oh-ohs in “Insomnia” and Gwen- 
inspired bee-stung apathy everywhere 
else helps set this apart from the legions 
of bored 20something bands working to 
emulate Siouxsie just because they’ve run out of interesting binge shows on Net- 
flix.

they’ve got plenty of good ideas that came up during off-mike jams (which is 
how bands used to write stuff - there oughtta be a law), and thus we not only get 
a bunch of great, logically constructed songs but also an occasional flash of non- 
glitch-dependent subtlety, for instance the midpoint of “Battles.” Very strong 
album here.

• Wow, four awesome records to talk about, so let’s get going 
before I change my mind and start snarking like a maniac. First, 
Shonen Knife, the Japanese all-girl trio, carries forth the old- 
school punk-rock flame with Adventure, its eleventy-billionth 
album. These ladies may be the Japanese girl version of the 
Ramones, but they’re really good sports, participating in things 
like the “Kids Interview Bands” video series. Did you know that 
people don’t tip at restaurants in Japan, and they just pay at the 
register? I think that’s awesome. But you want to know what this 
new album sounds like, because you’re curious as to whether or 
not they just decided to abandon their ’80s punk and start imi- 
tating Destiny’s Child, am I right? OK, they have not. Any other 
questions? 

• Pet Shop Boys are, of course, awesome, maybe the most 
awesome thing that happened during the ’80s. And no. I’m not 
saying that because of “West End Girls,” because I didn’t like that 
song that much; I’m saying it because they’re awesome now, in a 
time when computer algorithms programmed by corporate jerks 
actually write most Top 10 songs (it’s true, look it up).

• We haven’t discussed Cheap Trick in these pages for years, 
even though they too are awesome. The reason for that is they 
haven’t put out an album since 2009 ’s The Latest. That’s how this 
thing works, this “writer” stuff, when you have a column, and 
people don’t put out albums; I have no control over it. Whatev- 
er, they are one of the greatest songwriting outfits in rock history, 
and their new album.

the Milky Way and Keepers of the Laby- 
rinth — spearheads the effort for this event. 
The Derry Author Fest is kind of like Writ- 
ers’ Day (occurring later this month and 
organized by the New Hampshire Writers’ 
Project), except it’s free. Throughout the 
day, there are workshops, panel discussions 
and book-signing meet-and-greets with 1 8 
local authors. Topics range from writing — 
romance, picture books, memoir, historical 
fiction — to finding an agent. 

Programming was designed based on 
feedback from last year’s surveys and which 
literary people were available locally. 

“We had a great year last year, but we read 
the surveys and responded. People men- 
tioned they wanted lunch. They wanted to 
do moderated tables. . . . Last year we tried 
incorporating something for children, but 
really, our audience was full of writers. They 
weren’t interested in listening to storytelling 
or hearing a children’s program. It ended up 
being a group of people interested in learn- 
ing about writing,” Robinson said via phone. 

The structure’s different, too — more 
streamlined, one thing after the other. Lots 
of people wanted to attend everything and 
stay for the entire event last year, an aver- 
age of 25 attendants at each session. 

“I thought they’d come in and out for 
our programs. But it seemed that, from the 
feedback, they wanted it to be like a confer- 
ence,” Robinson said. 

Between programs, lunch will have mod- 
erated tables focused on topics like finding 
markets and submitting short form writ- 
ing with Nancy Antonietti; mystery writing 
with Amy Ray; middle-grade fiction with 
Moulton; YA fantasy with Adi Rule; and 
narrative nonfiction with Dan Szczesny 
(who is also a Hippo associate publisher). 
Sandwiches will be available for purchase 
by Brooklyn Bagel House. 

“Sometimes, with a panel, you have to 
take more general questions, but at a lunch 
with table moderators, you can get down to 
specifics in particular genres,” Robinson 
said.

Batman v Superman: Dawn 
of Justice (PG-13) 

Hey, it’s Batman’s origin story again 
in slo-mo, just like nobody wanted, in 
Batman v Superman: Dawn of Justice, 
a dull, sad attempt by DC at captur- 
ing some of that Marvel multiverse 
magic. 

The story begins by shoving a little Bruee 
Wayne (Ben Affleek) aetion into the end of Man 
of Steel Just like many in the audienee, Wayne is 
highly eritieal of the massive destmetion and loss 
of life eaused by Superman’s boring CGI fight 
with one dude, espeeially when it eauses death 
and destmetion at Wayne Finaneial. Wayne pulls 
one employee, Wallaee (Seoot MeNairy), out 
from under a beam that has emshed his legs. 
He also eomforts a little girl who has lost her 
mother — who was on some top floor of the 
building while the little girl was outside on 
the street, er, having a smoke? how does this 
moment even eome together? — while looking 
up at Superman and shaking his fist and yelling 
“Khaaaaaan!” You know, on the inside. 

Some 18 months later. Superman (Henry 
Cavill) saves intrepid, not terribly bright report- 
er Lois Lane (Amy Adams) from terrorist bad 
guys in some eountry that might as well be 
ealled Randomistan. The event eoineides with 
some kind of terrorist bad guy double eross 
and a resulting pile of bodies, both at the ter- 
rorist eompound and in a neighboring village, 
leads to eongressional hearings about Super- 
man. Should an all-powerful god-man really 
be allowed to aet without any eheek, leaving 
others to deal with (and suffer from) the blow- 
baek? Beeause Congress seems to be leaning 
toward “no” on that question, nutease inventor 
Lex Luthor (Jesse Eisenberg) inserts himself 
into the eonversation, looking to get a govern- 
ment eontraet for a Superman-killing weapon. 
In exehange, he asks for and gets the dead body 
of General Zod and the wreekage of Zod’s ship. 

Superman agrees to go to the hearings, but 
things go very bad very fast and Superman is 
left trying to explain why he eouldn’t prevent 
massive loss of life. Aetually, loss of life seems 
to be his thing, so I’m not sure why it would 
surprise anyone. 

Meanwhile, Wayne has been working on 
his own plan to go after Superman. He is eon- 
vineed Superman is a danger to humanity, just 
as Superman/Clark Kent is eonvineed Batman 
is an illegitimate vigilante who needs to be 
stopped. Superman tells Batman as mueh about 
an hour into the movie, when they finally meet. 

Later — way too later in my opinion — Lex 
Luthor maneuvers both heroes into a position 
where they must fight eaeh other. Perhaps he 
hopes that somehow, with eaeh man having the 
means of killing the other, they will both be left 
dead and he will have free rein in a world that is 
devoid of superheroes. 

I guess. 

I don’t really know what he wants. Eisen- 
berg’s Lex feels like his Mark Zuckerberg 
doing Heath Ledger’s Joker. He seems like

he is interested in chaos both for its own sake 
and to get everybody signed up for LexCorp’s 
social network. He feels cheaply looney and 
not like a terribly formidable villain. 

The movie’s real rivalry is the not tremen- 
dously well-explained Batman-vs.-Superman 
fight. Even as Eisenberg ’s Lex lames up 
the duo’s rare moments on screen togeth- 
er, there is a spark of something that happens 
when Superman and Batman share a scene. 
Just a spark, mind you — there is nothing 
the like rounded, personality-rich relation- 
ship between Robert Downey Jr.’s Iron Man 
and Chris Evans’ Captain America. Though I 
don’t have the highest hopes for May’s Cap- 
tain America: Civil War, it means something 
for those two characters to face off in a way it 
doesn’t with Superman and Batman because 
the actors haven’t made those characters dis- 
tinct people. 

This movie’s attempt to build that is, I guess, 
by boring us with constant Wayne flashbacks 
to Martha Wayne’s pearls falling as she is shot 
during the crime that set a rich boy on the path 
to becoming a secret vigilante. We see this a lot, 
in the slowest of mo, along with a few other 
highlights from canonical boy-to-bat incidents. 

And then there’s Wonder Woman (Gal 
Gadot), whose role in this movie is so minor 
I forgot that she was even in it. When all three 
supers are finally together, we see a hint at 
what could have been, a hint of the “ah, here’s 
something new” energy of having these three 
iconic characters together. Their teaming up is 
so brief, however, that we barely get to enjoy it. 

Every superhero movie doesn’t have to 
be Joss Whedon-y and quip-filled, but some 
lightness helps to give movies like this ener- 
gy. I found myself thinking of Disney’s 
live-action Cinderella when I watched this 
movie. Cinderella, like Superman, feels like a 
throwback character — full of a kind of opti- 
mism and lack of shadowy parts that doesn’t 
completely fit with modem storytelling. That 
movie handled this by heading straight at it, 
by making kindness one of Cinderella’s, in 
effect, superpowers. This movie goes in the 
opposite direction, shoving the Superman 
character into some allegory about drones or 
something. Instead of using the lightness of 


Superman to contrast with darkness in oth- 
er characters, director Zack Snyder seems to 
have chosen just making everything a murky 
gray. (Which I mean both metaphorically and 
literally, as there seems to be some kind of 
dinge filter on every scene.) 

Batman v Superman: Dawn of Justice had 
spectacular potential, both as a bit of story- 
telling and as a way to set up a new franchise. 
But it feels like a letdown on both counts. C- 

Rated PG-13 for intense sequences of 
violence and action throughout, and some 
sensuality. Directed by Zach Snyder with a 
screenplay by Chris Terrio and David S. Coy- 
er, Batman v Superman: Dawn of Justice is a 
totally unnecessary two and a half hours long 
and distributed by Warner Bros. 

My Big Fat Greek Wedding 
2 (PG-13) 

Nia Vardalos reanimates her 2002 
tale of Toula, the Chicago gal with a 
big Greek family, in My Big Fat Greek 
Wedding 2, a nostalgia-based cash 
grab that is short on charm. 

Toula (Nia Vardalos) had her big fat Greek 
wedding to Ian (John Corbett) and now, some 
18 or so years later in movie time, their teen- 
age daughter Paris (Elena Kampouris) is, like 
her mother before her, itching to be away from 
her big loud family including her grandpa Gus 
(Michael Constantine), who tells her that she 
needs to marry a nice Greek boy already. 
Paris, already in a constant state of teenage 
embarrassed horror over the fact that her dad 
is the school principal, is, like any normal teen 
girl, also in a constant state of annoyance at 
her mother, who forever says the wrong thing. 

Toula, meanwhile, is desperate to figure out 
what the right thing to say is and to figure out 
how to let her daughter go when all she wants 
to do is cling tighter. Perhaps the clinging is 
why Paris is considering local school North- 
western for college but would rather head to 
New York City. And Ian also wants Toula to 
step back, in part so they can reconnect as a 
couple now that they’ll be empty-nesters. 

Meanwhile in wider family business, Tou- 
la’s clan still owns their restaurant and she still 
works there as well as spending time tending 


to her aging parents. Though her father Gus 
doesn’t spend as much time running the res- 
taurant as he used to, he’s found a new hobby 
— charting his ancestry. His attempt to prove 
that he’s related to Alexander the Great leads 
to his digging through old documents and dis- 
covering that his marriage license to Maria 
(Lainie Kazan) was never signed. When 
Maria demands a little romance to accom- 
pany the fixing of this paperwork issue, the 
family has to come together to get the couple 
remarried in grand style. 

Give me 30 minutes of Aunt Voula (Andrea 
Martin) and her weird sex stories, mari- 
tal advice and discussions of her moles and 
I think I’d have preferred that to this mov- 
ie’s actual contents. The My Big Fat Greek 
Weddings are not movies that require fine- 
ly drawn, nuanced characters and yet Martin 
seems the best at blending big, accented zani- 
ness and actual humanity. This movie could 
have used more of her. 

There are two major problems with My 
Big Fat Greek Wedding 2. The first is that 
this movie did not need to be made — the 
first movie was a complete, self-contained 
tale. The second is that to make up for crack- 
ing into the original story, this movie piles 
on the plot. We’ve got Toula’s changing role 
as a mom, Toula and Ian’s couple stuff, Par- 
is’s leaving the nest (which a little bit echos 
Toula’s story from the first movie) — all 
of which you could say is one plot line but 
which the movie handles as singular things so 
that we end up with a lot of repetition. Then 
there’s Toula’s parents and their whole remar- 
riage meshugas, a thing about Toula’s dad 
needing physical therapy, some vagueness 
about a “bad economy” and the closing of 
her family’s dry cleaners and travel agency, 
a tacked-on bit about one of Toula’s cous- 
ins and his coming out to his family (which, 
aren’t all of these “children” in their 40s? 
Could a serious romantic partner really be a 
secret in a family where everybody is all up 
in everybody else’s business?), and somehow 
Toula’s grandmother is still running around. 
This movie seems like it was trying to cap- 
ture the screwball charm of the first movie 
and so decided simply to add more screwball- 
ness. All of the things! More “issues”! More 
“moments”! Chocolate chips! Put in every- 
thing! Sprinkle cherries on top! 

The only thing saving this movie from 
utter drudgery is the fact that all of the char- 
acters are pretty likeable. A well-organized 
movie that put any one of them at the center 
and built a streamlined story would proba- 
bly be an enjoyable little cupcake of a movie. 
Instead, we’re left with a hastily constructed 
dessert buffet that leaves you feeling queasy 
and somehow also unsatisfied. C

New Hampshire Jewish Fiim Festivai turns 8

The New Hampshire Jewish Film Festi- 
val hits the state again this spring, with 18 
sereenings of nine films in six eities and 1 1 
days. 

The eighth annual film festival has a eon- 
temporary theme this year but eontinues its 
diverse range of genres, ineluding eomedies, 
dramas, doeumentaries and foreign flieks. 

This year’s movies are Apples from the 
Desert, Dough, Frank vs. God, In Search 
of Israeli Cuisine, Is That You?, Once in a 
Lifetime, Raise the Roof, Rock in the Red 
Zone and Soft Vengeance.

cuisine and eommunity — eame about natu- 
rally, as it always does when the eommittee 
sits down to deeipher whieh flieks will best 
eonneet with New Hampshire audienees. 

“We’re always trying to raise the bar on 
what we’re doing. ... Personally, Fm really 
enthusiastie. I think the lineup is just stel- 
lar this year, and really interesting,” Gerson 
said. 

One of her favorite flieks of the year is 
Raise the Roof a New Hampshire premiere, 
about a eouple of Massaehusetts College of 
Art and Design professors, Riek and Lau- 
ra Brown, and 300 volunteers from around 
the world who spent 10 years hand-build- 
ing a reeonstruetion of the 18th-eentury 
art-filled Gwozdziee Synagogue in Poland, 
whieh was destroyed during World War 11. 
Three of those volunteers were from New 
Hampshire: Krista Lima, a Loon Mountain 
snowboard instruetor, Kingston native Jason 
Loik and Alstead native Joel MeCarty. 

‘T think it’s a wonderful film, and it’s 
engaging and interesting and ineredible 
what they did — they rebuilt this part of this 
synagogue the way they did it in the 1700s,” 
Gerson said. “They had very limited refer- 
enee to what it looked like [originally]. They 
don’t have anyone alive to tell you, either. 
It’s a pretty ineredible projeet.” 

Both Riek and Laura Brown and filmmak- 
ers Cary and Yari Wolinsky host a post- film 
diseussion and Q&A after the sereening at 
Red River Theatres April 10. 

Another standout to Gerson is Once in a 
Lifetime, a Freneh fliek based on a true sto- 
ry about teaehing the Holoeaust at an inner 
eity, multieultural high sehool. For Rock in 
the Red Zone, a doeumentary that portrays 
the lives of the roek musieians of Sderot, a 
eity on the Gaza border, the film eommittee 
asked the filmmaker to do a Skype interview 
after the Red River Theatres sereening, also 
April 10. m

The absence of Little Feat from the Roek 
& Roll Hall of Fame is a glaring omission for 
many music fans, but Paul Barrere takes it in 
stride. 

Speaking from his home in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, Barrere, who wrote “All That You 
Dream” and played signature slide guitar on 
hits like “Dixie Chieken” and “Oh Atlanta,” 
reealled a years-ago golf eourse conversation. 

“It was a tournament for the Roek & Roll 
Hall of Fame and people from the board were 
there,” Barrere said. “I told them, ‘You guys 
obviously know that I bet on baseball — 
that’s why you don’t put us in, right?”’ 

He laughed at his Pete Rose joke, and then 
continued. “Some guys in the band said they 
don’t eare, but I would love to be in,” he said. 
“It’s not something that will make or break a 
eareer, though — our musie has stood the test 
of time. Obviously, polities are involved; I’m 
not sure who we pissed off.” 

Is he surprised that Little Feat still excites 
fans after four-plus decades? 

“I’m just happy I survived the ’60s and 
’70s,” Barrere said. “The mere fact of playing 
music has always been the hook for me. . . . 
When you’re onstage playing well, the band 
is tight and you’re just rippin’ it, two hours 
goes by like it’s five minutes. If it turns you 
on, you hope it turns the audienee on, but it’s 
all in just playing.” 

Barrere and fellow Feat mate Fred Tack- 
ett perform as an acoustic duo; in 2013, they 
began doing shows with New Orleans Sus-

pects, an all-star band that includes members 
of the Radiators, Dirty Dozen Brass Band 
and the Neville Brothers, among others. The 
ensemble returns on Saturday, April 9, to 
Plymouth’s Flying Monkey Movie House 
and Performanee Center. 

The long-term pairing was a fortunate 
aceident. 

“In Fort Lauderdale, some booking agent 
asked if we’d like to sit in and we said sure,” 
Barrere said. “They had this great funk thing 
going on and it fit perfeet with us. The only 
thing that was bad is that we were playing 
acoustie guitars and they were playing elee- 
tric. From then on out when we were doing 
gigs with them, we’d do our sets on electrie 
guitars turned down; then when we played 
with them, we’d crank it up and get it going.” 

Due to health issues, Barrere limits his 
touring these days. He took a year off in 
2013 to successfully battle hepatitis C, then 
last fall he was diagnosed with liver eaneer. 
He keeps fans up on his treatment progress 
via his Facebook page. Little Feat became an 
early adopter of the Internet after first being 
alarmed by tape trading in the 1 990s, and then 
realizing it was really free advertising for the 
band’s shows. 

“We started getting into eomputers and 


soeial media to expand the base, and that 
started a whole grass roots of teams,” Barrere 
said. “It was a very useful tool, though little 
did we know that it was also going to be the 
death of aetual reeord sales.” 

Barrere reports eaneer treatments are going 
well. 

“They did a heavy metal sort of radioae- 
tivity proeedure . . . they put it right into the 
liver and then boost it with a pill that’s ehe- 
mo but not where you’re siek all the time; 
it’s more a fatigue factor,” he said. “We used 
to do a month on the road; I ean’t physieally 
do that anymore, but for the most part I feel 
good. Naps are good; I dream about my next 
baseball bet.” 

It’s true. Barrere is a rabid baseball fan, and 
he’s the kind most New Englanders will appre- 
ciate. Like his New York-bom and -raised 
father, Barrere is a lifetime Giants supporter. 

“Try living in L.A. and doing that,” he said 
with a laugh. “In the ’50s, I’m watching the 
World Series on a blaek and white TV, rooting 
for the Yankees because I hated the Dodgers. 
My dad says, ‘You ean’t root for either one of 
those teams; you’re a Giants fan.’” 

The father-son lesson endures to this day. 
Red Sox fans will be pleased to know that 
Barrere still ean’t stand the Yankees. ^

Congressional magic 

In March, U.S. Rep. Pete Sessions of Tex- 
as, ehairman of the House Rules Committee, 
introdueed a resolution to reeognize “magie” 
as one of Ameriea’s “national treasure(s),” 
baeked by a 711-word paean urging all to 
“support and proteef ’ the storied eraft whieh 
needs to be “understood and promulgated,” 
espeeially given that, aeeording to Sessions, 
it “requires only the eapaeity to dream.” 
Sessions made no link of magie to resolv- 
ing other eongressional business (sueh as, 
for instanee, ending the string of 64 eonsee- 
utive failed votes to repeal the Affordable 
Care Aet). 

Leading economic indicators 

People With Too Mueh Money: Residents 
on London’s swankiest street (Kensington 
Palaee Gardens), stymied in efforts to build 
upward on their relatively small lots, instead 
plan elaborate “basements” extending as far 
as five stories down, with elevators, swim- 
ming pools, gyms, elimbing walls, and one 
even with a “Ferris wheel” for dialing up the 
resident’s daily ehoiee among his several 
ears. However, embassies are loeated on the 
street and have ehallenged the eonstruetion 
ehaos as offending their sovereignty under 
international law. Reeent restrietions limit 
the basements to one story down, but billion- 
aire entrepreneur Jon Hunt’s five stories are 
grandfathered in (though his “Ferris wheel” 
appears to have been shelved). 

New World order 

• Mystery fietion has always been a pop- 
ular genre, but now, readers who prefer that 
their erimes be solved by eats have sever- 
al series of brilliant felines to ehoose from. 
As The Wall Street Journal reported in Feb- 
ruary, the major eontroversy swirling at “eat 
fietion” eonventions is whether the elever 
kitties should advanee the plot by speaking. 
“We all talk to our pets,” noted one best- sell- 
ing author, “and most of us imagine the other 
side of the dialogue.” (Among the sets boast- 
ing more than a million eopies are the “Joe 
Greys,” the “Klepto Cats,” the “Cat Shout 
for Joy” suite, and the reeently eoneluded, 
29-volume run of “Cat Who” books, e.g., 
“The Cat Who Could Read Baekwards.”) 

• The Glasgow, Seotland, eompany 
Osdin Shield announeed reeently that it had 
designed for potential sale (for those relax- 
ing, yet seeure evenings) a fashionable yet 
bullet-proof sofa and upholstered ehairs 
sturdy enough to proteet against 9mm hand- 
guns, shotguns and AK47s with speeial 
marketing to hotels, embassies and govern- 
ment buildings. 

• APerfeet Storm of Vaeuousness: In Feb- 
ruary, British marketing eompany Havas 
Helia tapped the “millennial” generation’s 
obsessions with eraft beer and data-driven 
knowledge, announeing the development of 


0101a brew ereated, it said, by soeial media 
messages. The eompany, “finding” that the 
generation appeared “optimistie,” analyzed 
“thousands” of the generation’s messag- 
es against 24 human emotions, whieh it 
translated to 38 partieular emotional states, 
whieh were fed into the IBM Watson eom- 
puter, whieh seleeted 10 existing beers, 
whose reeipes were then eribbed to ereate 
0101 (a “eream ale” with honey and two 
speeifie kinds of hops, tasting of “optimism, 
love, imagination, and gentle overtones of 
exeitement”). 

Least competent government 

Following a simplistie haek at the Inter- 
nal Revenue Serviee that permitted several 
thousand tax returns to be illegally aeeessed 
and refunds eommandeered, the ageney ere- 
ated an equally porous “fix” merely eopied 
from failed seeurity elsewhere on the IRS 
website. Aeeording to a Mareh Washing- 
ton Post report, the fix admirably added one 
level of seeurity (a personal PIN), but none- 
theless allowed anyone to ehange another’s 
PIN using publiely available information. 
IRS Commissioner John Koskinen told the 
Post that “only a handful” of taxpayers were 
vietimized by the faulty fix (but later defined 
“handful” as “fewer than 200”). 

Things people believe 

Murders are being eommitted over hair 
weaves, reported WMC-TV (Memphis, 
Tennessee) in Mareh, with one likely expla- 
nation being a belief that a person who 
aequires tufts of human hair surely aequires 
the fortunes good or bad of the person who 
grew the hair. That is espeeially true of “vir- 
gin” hair from India, shorn for religious 


saerifiees (“tonsuring”) before falling into 
the hands of agents who sell to Western 
women. Said a Memphis pastor, “A gener- 
ation baek or so,” people were being killed 
over tennis shoes. “Now (it’s) hair.” 

Wait, what? 

Infrastrueture Blues: (1) A 5-year-old, 
slow-moving underground fire (beneath a 
Superfund eleanup site) is within 1,200 feet 
of a waste site for nuelear weapons near St. 
Louis, aeeording to a Deeember Assoeiated 
Press report. The Environmental Proteetion 
Ageney, of eourse, said not to worry, that the 
heat from the fire was not enough to ignite 
ehemieals or trigger an explosion. (2) While 
Ameriea was outraged about the water in 
Flint, Miehigan, the tap water in Crystal 
City, Texas (100 miles southwest of San 
Antonio) was suddenly as blaek and thiek 
“as oil” and “stank,” aeeording to a resident. 
The eity’s water superintendent said the 
town had deeided to elean residue from the 
system for the first time in “20 to 30 years.” 

People with issues 

(1) Reagan National Airport in Washing- 
ton, D.C., diselosed in Mareh that in 2015 
it reeeived 8,670 noise eomplaints but that 
6,500 eame from the same person (thus 
averaging 18 per day, every day). (2) Bud- 
dhist monk Julian Clew, 45, was arrested in 
September in Humberside, England, and lat- 
er senteneed to 1 1 weeks in prison after he 
slashed (by his eount) 162 tires in his neigh- 
borhood beeause, he said, he was angry that 
he had stepped on an inseet and needed to 
be jailed.
